PARTY DISCLPLINE ENFORCEMENT PROCEDURES DESCRIBED 
Nanjing XINHUA RIBAO in Chinese 23 Apr 41 p 3 


[Article by Binwei [2430 1201); “When ‘arty Members Violite Party Discipline and 
There Is Need to Take Disciplinary Action Againet Them, What Procedure Is to Be 
Generally Followed? What Questions Should Be Taken into Consideration?"| 


{Text} When a party organization wishes to take disciplinary action against party 
members, it must first go through a discussion and decision by a general meeting of 
the party branch to which they belong. When it metes out measures of warning and 
serious warning to them, these are approved by the party committee or commission 

for inspecting ‘tscipline at the superior level, If the party member being subjected 
to such measures happens to be a cadre under the jurisdiction of the party committee 
at the superior level, the case should be reported to the party committee in charge 

of this cadre for registration purposes, When it metes out the measures of dismissal 
from duties within the party and retention in the party for observation, these are also 
approved by the party committee or commission for inspecting discipline at the superior 
level, If it metes out the measure of dismissal from party membership, this must be 
approved by a party committee or commission for inspecting discipline at the county 
level and above. If the party member being given the punishment of dismissal from 
duties within the party, retention in the party for observation, or dismissal from 
party membership happens to be a cadre under the jurisdiction of the party committee 
at the superior level, the case should be reported to the party committee in charge 

of this cadre for approval. 








Under special circumstances, party committees at the party branch level and above may, 
without going through discussion by a general meeting of the party branch, make a 
decision on taking disciplinary action against party members, but this must be 

approved by the party committee or commission for inspecting discipline at the superior 
level. 


In taking disciplinary action against party members, we must base ourselves on the 
spirit of seeking truth from facts and conscientiously carry out investigation, verify 
data, and meet with the persons themselves. When a party organization discusses and 
decides on measures of punishment against party members, it should notify the persons 
subject to such punishment themselves to come to a meeting and allow them to plead 

their own cases. After a resolution on punishment is passed, a written decision on 

the punishment should be shown to the persons being punished to give them an opportunity 
to express their opinions and then it should be reported to the superior level. Before 
a4 party organization approves the taking of disciplinary action against party members, 





it must designate appropriate cadres to talk with the persons subject to punishment 
and listen carefully to their view of Cie tacts, the conclusions and the measures of 
punishment, After a punishment ie approved, the persone being punished should them- 
selves be notified, When 4 party member refuses to acquiesce to a decision on 
punishment, he may request 4 rediscussion and he may aleo appeal to the party committee 
or commission for inepecting discipline at che superior level up to the Central 
Committee, Party committees at all levels must take the responsibilicy of handling 
party member's appeal; they are net allowed to detain or suppress it. If they dis- 
cover that the punishment given a party member is inappropriate, they should rectify 
it, In the case of 4 proven mistake in the rendering of punishment, it should be 
dismissed, Whether rectifying or diamissing a punishment against a party member, 
there must be a written decision approved by the original organization approving 

the punishment or by an organization at the same level, <A party comnittee or 
commission for inspecting discipline at che superior level as the right to examine, 
modify or dismiss the measures of punisament against party members given by a party 
committee or commission for inspecting lJiscipline at a subordinate level. 


When a party organization metes out the measure of retention in the party for 
observation to 4 party member, it may prescribe the time to be 1 year or 2 years, 
but the time cannot exceed 2 years at tie maximum. in the case of a party member 
being punished by retention in the party for l-year observation, when the time for 
observation is up under such retention and he is not able to have his rights as a 
party member restored, but he has not completely Lost his qualifications as a party 
member, it is permissible to extend the time for his observation under retention 

in the party by another year. if, after 2 years of observation and examination he 
still cannot have his rights + a party member restored, he should be dismissed 
from party membership. in the case of a party member being punished by retention 
in the party for observation whose time for such observation is up, if he is found 
to have really corrected his errors, the procedure for restoring his rights as a 
party member should be handled in a timely way through a decision by a general 
meeting of the party branch approved by the party committee above the party branch. 


When the duration of «a party member's punishment by retention in the party for 
observation is extende*, the time should be calculated from the point when the 
original period of retention in the parcy for observation was completed, When the 


punishment of a warning, a serious warning, or dismissal from duties within the party 
is changed to the punishment of retention in the party for observation, the period 
for retention for observation should be calculated from the time the approving organ 
approved the change. When the punishment of dismissal from party membership is 


changed to the punishment of retention in the party for observation, the period for 
retention for observation should be calculated from the time the original approval 
for the dismissal was granted. If the period during which the original punishment 

of dismissal from party membership was being administered already exceeds 2 years, a 
decision to restore rights as a party member may be simultaneously made when the 
original punishment is changed. All the above situations should be decided through 
discussion by a general meeting of the party branch, reported to the party committee 
at the superior level for approval, and registered with the original approving organ.

Mao Zedong Thought, and is the core force directing the enterprise of 
socialism and implementing the people's democratic, i.e., proletarian 
dictatorship, and for this reason the core of maintaining the four basic 
principles is upholding the leadership of the party. In order to unceasingly 
promote the enterprise of our revolution, it is necessary to uphold the party's 
leadership, and it is also necessary to reform the party's leadership and 
improve its practices, and one must also carry out realistic effective pro- 
paganda and educational work, and raise people's theoretical understanding 

of the importance of upholding the party's leadership. 


The Principle of Upholding the Leadership of the Party Does Not Admit Wavering 


The conception of the party of comrades tempered through long years of revolu- 
tionary struggle is usually comparatively strong. They understand that main- 
taining the leadership of the party is the guarantee of success, and for that 
reason we strike where the party point., and we do whatever it wants. The 

broad masses of workers and peasants and in particular, those who were exploited 
and oppressed by the old society, including old intellectuals, often say that 
"One cannot even for an instant forget the Communist Party, and only by going 
along with the party is there a bright road ahead; they place their hopes in 

our party. At present, some people, due to the fact that they have failed 

to understand or analyze certain circumstances, and do not understand some 
questions clearly enough, have begun to be suspicious of maintaining the 
leadership of the party; some people als.» have a superstitious respect for 
bourgeois iiberalism, and even have a superstitious belief in a multiparty 
system. That is extremely harmful, and if they do not change their understanding 
they will lose their direction and go astray. 








Why is upholding the leadership of the party such a fundamental principle: The 
reason for this is the general conclusion of more than 100 years of historical 
experience of the international conmmun’st movement and the Chinese revolution, 
and is also what must be upheld in order to budld soctaliem and realize 
communism, That is to say, this principle reflects the objective rules, and 
does not admit any wavering. 


Turning over the recent pages of our country's history, one can see how much 
praiseworthy and indomitable struggle the Chinese people have had to engage 

in for more than 100 years against the various imperialist powers and internal 
organizations that arose. From Hong Xiuquan [3163 4423 0356] to Sun Zhongshan, 
the pages of history are studded with figures that we can be proud of, 

However, whether it is the Taiping Heavenly Kingdom or the Reform Movement of 
1898 and the Boxer Rebellion, none were able to reach this [revolutionary} 
ideal. Although the revolution of 1911 overthrew China's last feudal dynasty, 
due to the weakness and wavering of the bourgeois, it finally ended in failure. 
in the May Fourth Movement that broke out in 1919, China's proletariat mounted 
the historical stage as an independent political force, nevertheless due to the 
fact that they lacked the leadership of a proletariat political party, they 
were also suppressed by imperialism and the forces of feudalism. During 

those years of serious disaster, the three great mountains of imperialism, 
feudalism and bureaucratism/capitalism weighed heavily upon the heads of the 
Chinese people, and there really did not seem to be any way of getting rid of 
them. However, after the birth of the Chinese Communist Party in 1921, the 
face of the Chinese revolution changed completely. After 28 years of the most 
arduous struggle, the Chinese people under the leadership of the Chir se 
Communist Party, succeeded in overthrowing the three great mountains that 

were pressing on their heads, and established a new socialist nation. Follow- 
ing this, they quickly restored and developed the national economy, funda- 
mentally completed the socialist reforms and achieved a whole series of victories 
in the socialist revolution and the building of socialism, Summing up more than 


100 vears of historical experience, e recognize this truth: without the 
Communist Party, there would have b: new China. Aside from upholding the 
leadership of the party, there was nm er political force able to lead the 


Chinese revolution to a complete victory and able to make a fundamental trans- 
formation of the impoverished and backward face of China. 


Upholding the party's leadership is also a fundamental principle of Marxism. 
Comrade Mao Zedong called belief in the masses and belief in the party the two 
basic principles, and said that "if these two principles are doubted, then 
nothing at all can be accomplished." “ore than 100 years ago, Marx and Engels 
personally drew up the draft of the “Communist Manifesto," the first guiding 
program of the proletariat political party. Lenin said: "Only with the 
political party of the worker class, i.e., the Communist Party, can we unite, 
educate and organize into a vanguard battalion of the proletariat and the 
entire body of the laboring masses. And only with this vanguard battalion 
will we be able to resist these unavoidable petty-bourgeois waverings among 
the masses, resist all kinds of unavoidable traditions and habits among the 
proletariat that in etfect are narrow or one-sided, and direct all combined 
activity of the entire body of the proletariat, that is to say to direct the 

















proletariat politically and, through the proletariat, to ..d the eatire body 
of the laboring masses." The political party of the proletariat is the highest 
class-oriented form of the proletariat, and only by maintaining the leadership 
of the party can we organize and unify the countless millions of our masses, 
form them into battle ranks with awareness, organization and discipline, and 
advance towards the goal of victory. 


Some people do not regard history and the actual situation in our country; they 
suppose that if only we had advanced science and technology like developed 
capitalist countries, along with appliances like refrigerators and washing 
machines, then we would be modernized, therefore they feel that the leadership 
of the Communist Party is not necessarily indispensable for building 
"modernization," But the building of modernization that we want to accomplish 
proceeds precisely from China's actual circumstances: 1 billion in population, 
800 million peasants, a backward economy, and a meager economic basis; and if 
we want to build our country into a modernized, strong socialist country, we 
must not only build up a high level of material civilization, we must also 
raise the scientific, cultural and health level of the entire people, implant 
in them lofty revolutionary ideals and virtuous practices, develop a rich 
cultural life, and build a high level of spiritual civilization, Obviously, 
if we want to accomplish all this, we cannot depart fundamentally from the 
leadership of the party. The multiparty system of capitalist countries is 
determined by the circumstance of the internal strife and competition of 

the capitalist classes, and although there are a great variety of capitalist 
political parties, they fundamentally represent only the position of a certain 
group within the capitalist class, and fundamentally do not represent the 
position of laboring people. Sut we are a socialist nation, the people of 

our country have a common, fundamental interest and we can unite under the 
leadership of our party to carry out the building of socialism, and this 

is something that capitalist countries are fundamentally incapable of carrying 
out. Of course, our party has made mistakes, even serious mistakcs, but our 
party has enough strength to heal its own wounds. After the Third Plenum, under 
the leadership of the party Central Committee, we accomplished a great deal 

of work toward bringing order out of chaos, clearly indicating that our party 
is seeking truth from facts and working earnestly for the prosperity of China 
and the improvement and heightening of the lives of the masses of people. 
Therefore, regarding any erroneous tendency to weaken, become free of, 
eliminate or oppose the leadership of the party, we must, depending on the 
circumstances, engage in criticism, education, or even the necessary struggle. 
It is a question of fundamental principle. 











To Implement a Correct Line We Must liave Good Party Practices 


Concretely speaking the main thing about upholding the leadership of the party 
is upholding the party's Marxist ideological, political and organizational line. 
The party's leadership is manifested through the accurate lines, programs 

and policies that are formulated, and through bringing into full play the 
exemplary, leading effect of party members. In order to guarantee the imple- 
mentation of the party's correct line, it is necessary to promote the party's 
excellent practices, The proverb says: "The village will look after the 
village; the households will look after the households; and the commune members 
will watch the cadres." Good party practices can spur on the entire general 











mood of a society and rouse the broad masses of cadres and the masses to unite 
and resolutely implement the party's line, programa and policies, and success- 
fully carry through every one of the party's tasks, 


kver since the Third Plenum of the party's Lith Central Committee, when the 
error of the “Left” was rectified, and following a Fourth Plenum, Fifth 
Plenum and some other important meetings of the Central Committee, there was 
gradually established a Marxist political, ideological and organizational Line 
that was supported enthusiastically by the entire party and the people of the 
entire country, and now the problem is that we must have good party practices 
to guarantee their implementation, The Third Plenum of the party's llth 
Central Committee took the lead in reatoring and promoting inner-party demo- 
cracy and the party's method of seeking truth from facts, the masse Line, 
eriticiem and self-criticiem, and established the Central Committee's 
Disciplinary Inspection Committee. Therefore, "Certain Principles Regarding 
the Internal Political Life of the Party" and "Certain Regulations Regarding

Since the party's Third Plenum, its practices are in the process of changing 
tor the better, However, to cause the party's practices to fundamentally 
shift for the better, it is still necessary for us to exert a great effort.

issues, and seize every chance to gain advantage by trickery; some take 
advantage of their position and power and engage in malpractices for 

private gain, wheedle connections with people, or give favors and receive 
bribes; some are haughty and domineering, repress criticism, and attack and 
get revenge; some, whose bureaucratism is the most serious, enjoy high 
position and Live in comfort, yet are not responsible for their work, and 

so forth. Although these incorrect practices only occur in the case of a 
minority of cadres, nevertheless it has really harmed the party's prestige; 
it has interfered with and had a bad effect on the implementation of the 
party's line, programs and policies, and must be resolutely rectified, 


Comrade Chen Yun recently said: "The question of party practices in the party 
in power is a question affecting the survival of that party." After the victory 
of the October Revolution, Lenin placed particular importance on causing people 
to "see that the Communist Party's absorbing new members is definitely not 

to enable them to plot to obtain advantage from being the party in power," 

and, moreover, they continuously educated party members that through their 

own exemplary effect they would heighten the party's prestige. As early as 

the period of the rectification of political practices at Yanan, Comrade 

Mao Zedong suggested taking Comrade Guo Moruo's [6753 ? 5387] "The 300th Yearly 
Sacrifice of the Jia Shen Year” as one of the articles of the rectification 











movement, warning the entire party that they must take the igneminous defeat 
of Li Zicheng [2621 5261 2052) as an object lesson, Over the last few 

years improper practices on the part of a minority of cadres, have given rise 
to improper practices in society as a whole and interfered with the imple- 
mentation of the party's correct line, programs and policies. This absolutely 
is no small matter, but is an important matter relating to the very continued 
existence of the party. The entire party, especially high-ranking cadres, 
must place importance on this. 


Of course, some people, seeing the improper practices of certain cadres, feel 
that it is an incurable disease of parties in power, and do not have any 
faith in the possibility of rectifying incorrect practices; this sometimes 
negatively affects their own trust in the party, and this kind of understanding is

to the enterprise of the revolution, At the same time, our party is ag “it 
party using the weapon of Marxism and tested by long experience; incorrect 
practices are the result of the corrosive influence on certain cadres of 
feudalistic thinking and corrupt bourgeois thinking in society; they are 
completely out of keeping with the party nature of Communist Party members, 
and still less are such practices necessary to the party. We have the weapons 
of criticism and self-criticism, and all we need to do is to use Marxism-

There is a way of thinking that considers ideological 
political work to be merely empty talk, that cannot be as much of a "real 
benefit," or “solve problems" as well as scholarship; and there are also certain 
comrades who only pay attention to regulations regarding rewards and punishments, 
and ignore the necessary ideological political work; or consider the solving of 

















ideological questions to be part and parcel of solving certain real problems, 


considering that if real questions are solved, then ideological questions will 
be solved of themselves, adopting an attitude of passive waiting toward 
ideological political work. This ts « one-sided viewpoint that separates 


economic and political work and contrasts the solving of real problems with 
the solving of ideological problems. Stalin said: "In life, and in practice, 


politics and economics are inseparable. The two exist together, and produce 
their effects together. Whoever in our actual work would like to separate 
economics and politics, and weaken political work in order to strengthen 


economic work or, on the contrary, weaken ecorxomic work in order to strengthen 
political work, is definitely going to meet with a rebuff." In order to change 
the unreasonable phenomenon of people not caring about the quality of their 

work, realize the principles of each doing the best he can and being recompensed 
according to his labor, and heighten the work productivity rate, it is necessary 
to adopt detinite economic methods and certain systems of reward and punishment. 
However, we must not use economic methods to replace tdeological political work; 
economic methods and systems of reward and punishment must be combined with 
painstaking ideological political work, in order to bring their normal effective- 


ness into full play. If we overlook the necessary ideological political work, 
and do not place importance on heightening rople's socialist awareness, condone 
the occurrence of phenomena in violation state's financial discipline, 
then it will abet the bad tendency of e ‘omiciom, and the true encouraging 
Significance [of the reward/punishment . ‘em) will be lost. Regarding the 
relationship between material and spiritu. -.angs, we recognize that throughout 


our entire historical development, it is material things that have determined 
spiritual things, and society's existence that has determined its consciousness; 

but at the same time we must also accept the countereffect of society's 
consciousness on its existence, and of spiritual things on material things. 

For this reason, since we want to combine the solution of ideological problems 

with the solution of practical problems, we must take pains to avoid empty 

preaching, and must also, in solving practical problems, make sure that ideology 
plays a leading role, and caise ideological political work to permeate practical work. 


Ideological work is arduouw:, painstaking work. In actual life, ideological problems 
are many and varied; particularly in the wake of the further readjustment of the 
national economy and the further reform of our political system, there will be many 
new problems appearing before us, and many new ideological questions may also 
appear. This demands that we go deeply into reality, investigate, research and 
regularly analyze all kinds of ideological problems; ideological political) work 
must also be more profound, and more painstaking. We must do a good job of organiz- 
ing the education of party members, staff members, and workers, conscientiously 
study the basic theories of Marxism, and study economic management, culture, and 
technology; we must realistically and effectively educate cadres and the masses 

to recognize the importance of persevering in the four basic principles and 
implementing the party's line, programs, and policies since the Third Plenum; 

and must also carry out strict educational programs teaching people to be law- 
abiding, disciplined and patriotic; and actively launch activities designed to 
implant socialist spiritual civilization.

ENFORCE DICTATORSHIP OVER ENEMIES TO PROTECT DEMOCRACY

Comrade Mao Zedong pointed out: "When we summarize our experiences and focus 
them at one point, it is the people's democratic dictatorship led by the worker 
clase (through the Communist “arty) and founded on the worker-peasant alliance." 
("Selected Works of Mao Zedong,” Vol 4 p 1369). 


In the new historical era, is it necessary to uphold and strengthen the peo- 
ple's democratic dictatorship, i.e., the proletarian dictatorship? The anewer 
should be in the affirmative. However, due to the distortion and sabotage of 
our people's democratic dictatorship by Lin Biao and Jiang Qing's counterrevo- 
lutionary clique and the lack of correct understanding of the changes in our 
class relations on the part of some people, certain misunderstandings on the 
issue have emerged. Now, there is the necessity to clarify it further in 
theory and practice. 


The People's Democratic Dictatorship Is China's Historical Inevitability 


While the Marxist theory on the proletarian dictatorship provides the guiding 
principle for the proletarian revolution of the various countries, the forms 
to be adopted by the different countries must be determined by their own 
historical and concrete conditions. 


in China, as a form of the proletarian dictatorship, the people's democratic 
dictatorship was created through the long revolutionary struggles of our people 
under the leadership of our party and Comrade Mao Zedong; it was a product of 








integrating the basic truch of Marxiam and the conerete practice of China's 
revolution, <A semi-colonial end semi-feudal country, the old China suffered 
feudal expioitation and oppression at home and imperialist aggression and 
humiliation abroad. To change the situation, many progressive Chinese pro- 
posed all kinds of plans to save the nation and painstakingly searched and 
atruggled for the goal, but they failed one after another. The failure of the 
1911 Revolution indicated that it was infeasible for China to create a demo- 
eratic republic under bourgeois dictatorship. Not until the first report of 
the cannons of the October Revolution sent Marxism-Leninism to China did the 
Chinese people step on to the path of victory. In the period of the new demo- 
cratic revolution, that the people of the entire country under our party's 
leadership, one stepping into the breach as another fell, launched the strug- 
gies against imperialism and feudalism was for the purpose of creating a 
people's democrac.c dictatorship. After the victory of the revolution, the 
political power of the people's democratic dictatorship, created and consoli- 
dated in the whole country, launched us on the journey toward the socialist 
revolution and socialist construction. in the past 30 ples years, the state 
political power of our people's democratic dictatorahip underwent severe teste 
and developed a tremendous impact. At the beginning of Liberation, relying on 
such political power, we wiped out the bandits and resisted the tyrants, 
launched the land reform, confiscated the bureaucratic capital, suppressed the 
counterrevolution, the “three evile” and the “five evile,” repelled the 
onslaughts of the landowners and bourgeoisie time and again, and defended and 
consolidated the fruits of our revolutionary victory. Immediately thereafter, 
we successfully reformed the ownership system, created the socialist public 
ownership system, eradicated from the land of China the source of the exploita- 
tion and oppression of the laboring people for thousands of years, established 
and consolidated the socialist system,safeguarded the rights of the people as 
the masters, and promoted the development of the social productive force. In 
the aspects of the economy, culture and spiritual civilization, we made con- 
siderable achievements. We also successively launched the war to resist 
America and aid Korea and the self-defense offensives on the China-India, 
China-Soviet and China-Vietnam borders, resisted the aggressive and subversive 
activities of imperialism and social imperialiem, and safeguarded the security 
of the nation. Ali these indicated that the people's democratic dictatorship 
is the talieman for the people of our country in revolution and construction. 
Today, we must still rely on thie talieman in our four modernization construc- 
tion. 


It is wrong .or some people to doubt the necessity of the people's democratic 
dictatorship today when they see certain abuses in the political system of our 
country. For a long time, the “leftwing” ideological guidance indeed caused 
many losses and produced a profound influence in our work, esvecially during 
the 10-year calamity when Lin Biao and the “gang of four,” displaying the sign 
of “consolidating the proletarian dictatorship,” performed many evils, brought 
disaster to the country and the people, and seriously discredited the people's 
democratic dictatorship. However, we must not blame the errors of our work on 
the people's democratic dictatorship, regard the crimes of Lin Biao and the 
“gang of four" as its sins, or doubt the people's democratic dictatorship 
itself for these reasons. We must realize that the building of the political 
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power of our people's democratic dictatorship, in the long river of human his- 
tory, has only proceeded for 30 plus years, Though unsoundnesses, impert{ec- 
tions and defects still exist and continuous improvement is required, it is in 
a period of ascendancy, of growth and development, but still a long time away 
from the completion of ite entire historical mission, since the party's Third 
Plenary Session, the series of momentous measures adopted by the Party Central 
Committee actively yet safely reform the political system of the state, such 
as abolishing the life tenure of the leading cadres, changing the management 
system of the state, avoiding the overconcentration of power, overcoming 
bureaucraticiam, the patriarchal system and the spectal privilege phenomenon, 
strengthening the socialist legal system, creating and stabilizing the inspec- 
tion and supervision systems, etc. Such measures have produced obvious re= 
sults. By means of reforms, promoting the beneficial and abolishing the harm- 
ful, the state system of the people's democratic dictatorship will become even 
better adapted to the needs of the four modernization construction. We believe 
that the practice hereafter will further prove that the people's democratic 
dictatorship is the talisman for us to build socialiem and realize the four 
modernizations. It will develop its proper effect in the practice of the 
socialist construction in the future. 


With the Disappearance of the Exploiting Classes, Is the Peopie's Democratic 
Dictatorship “without an Objective?" 


Some people feel that, with the disappearance of the exploiting classes, the 
class struggle is no longer the main contradiction in our society, and that it 
is no longer necessary to uphold and strengthen the people's democratic dicta- 
torship. This is a confused view. 


True, besides Taiwan, currently the landowners and rich peasants in China, as 
classes, have been eliminated, and the bourgeoisie is .o longer in existence. 
The overwhelming majority of them have reformed into self-supporting laborers. 
Nationwide large-scale tempestuous mass class struggles have basically con- 
cluded. These are the facts. Failing to see such facts and lingering on the 
old path of class struggles are erroneous. Precisely due to such facts, the 
party's Third Plenary Session resolutely decided to shift the emphasis of the 
work of the entire party to the socialist modernization construction. It was 
4 great historical turning point. However, currently China is not yet a class- 
less society free from class struggles. The exploiting classes have not been 
finally eradicated and the class struggle still exists within a certain sphere. 
In our society, there are still remnants of the exploiting classes, certain 
remaining forces of the “gang of four,” counterrevolutionaries and enemy and 
special agent elements, all kinds of criminals and degenerates seriously dis- 
rupting the social order, corrupt individuals and embezzlers, and speculators 
and profiteers. Though the scale, pattern and characteristics of our struggles 
have greatly changed, they are still a sort of class struggle. How can we say 
that the people's democratic dictatorship is “without an objective?" Mean- 
while, domestic and international class struggles are mutually linked and in 
concert with each other. With the expansion of international contacts, the 
degenerate ideologicai and living patterns of foreign bourgeoisie will influence 
and corrupt those among our ranks with a weak willpower. In addition, the 








remnant poison of the exploiting class ideology, especially feudalism, still 
exerts a deep influence, Therefore, chere may emerge new exploiters and cri- 
minale. Our ideological struggle againe the exploiting classes will remain 
Long-term and arduous. As long a8 the classes and the class struggle exist in 
society, the people's democratic dictatorship can only be upheld and streng- 
thened, not weakened and abandoned. Currently, the remnants of Lin Biao and 
the "gang of four's" counterrevolutionary clique are still launching counter- 
attacks from time to time; a very small minority of active counterrevolutiona- 
ries, in collusion with reactionary forces abroad and the special agent organi- 
zation of the Jiang gang, pursues counterrevolutionary sabotage activities; 
utilizing the various social problems left down by the lO-year turmoil, some 
individuals with an ulterior motive, craving nothing short of national chaos, 
seize on the opportunity, incite troubles and even loudly advocate "a second 
Great Cultural Revolution;" all types of criminals remain extremely arrogant; 
in the economic realm, speculating and profiteering, smuggling and tax evading 
activities are still fairly widespread; instances of bribery and of leaking 
and betraying state secrets at times occur. All these indicate that, though 
the class struggle is no longer the main contradiction in our society, it 
actually remains in existence. We must not look but not see and treat it 
casually. If we do not uphold and strengthen the people's democratic dictator- 
ship, but permit the criminal activities discussed above to spread, the stable 
and united political situation will be destroyed, and it will be impossible to 
complete the national economic readjustment and the four modernization cons- 
truction. Besides the functions of suppressing domestic enemies and resisting 
foreign aggression, our people's democratic dictatorship also shoulders the 
tasks of organizing economic and cultural constructions and creating a high 
degree of material and spiritual civilization. To accomplish the historical 
tasks in our country of 1 billion population, backward in economy, culture, 
and science and technology, will require a considerably long time, and it can- 
not be done without the people's democratic dictatorship. 


Does Developing the Socialist Democracy Indicate that the People's Democratic 
Dictatorship Is No Longer Necessary? 


Since the party's Third Plenary Session, the political life of our party and 
our state has again stepped on to the track of sound development, and an 
encouraging vivid and lively situation has emerged. But in the course of 
democratization, some people actually place democracy and dictatorship on 
completely opposite sides. It seems that the moment democracy is mentioned, 
dictatorship is no longer necessary; the moment dictatorship is brought up, 
democracy is blocked. This is a one-sided view. 


Comrade Mao Zedong once made an incisive discourse on the relationship between 
democracy and dictatorship. He said: "The integration of the democratic 
aspect within the people and the dictatorial aspect over the reactionaries is 
the people's democratic dictatorship." ("Selected Works of Mao Zedong," Vol 4 
p 1412). The people's democratic dictatorship includes the aspect of democracy 
and that of dictatorship; the two are interdependent, neither dispensable to 
the other. As a state system, democracy is always linked with dictatorship. 

If we do not enforce dictatorship over the class enemies, but permit all kinds 














anti=party and anti-socialist elements to seriously disrupt the secial order 
ant the criminals to pursue sabotage and create trouble, the democratic rights 
of the broad people will hav. no safeguard, Therefore, with dictatorship, 
there is democracy; without dictatorship, there ia no democracy, Inetead of 
blocking the people's democracy, upholding and strengthening the peopie's 
democratic dictatorship and effectively cracking down on the enemies are in 
defense of democracy. Likewise, the socialist democracy is the foundation of 
the people's democratic dictatorship. Without this foundation, it will be 
impossible to enforce an effective dictatorship over the enemies. Only by 
fully developing democracy will we fully activate the broad people's concern 
for national affairs and exercise an effective dictatorship over the enemies. 
Thus, developing democracy and strengthening dictatorship are not mutually 
exclusive, Only organically combining the two aspects is the correct adherence 
to the principle of the people's democratic dictatorship. Either democracy 
without dictatorship, or dictatorship without democracy is a violation of this 
principle. The socialist democracy absolutely does not signify bourgeois 
liberalism. Interpreting democracy as saying and doing whatever one wishes, 
and promoting anarchism and extreme egoism under the excuse of “demovracy"” are 
totally unrelated to the socialist democracy advocated by ue. The socialiat 
democracy is a democracy with a government, leadership and order. Democracy 
without the people's democratic dictatorship, without the party's leadership, 
is definitely not the socialist democracy, and muat be firmly opposed. 


Linked with democracy is the issue of strengthening the socialist legal system. 
Some people also place democracy and the legal system on opposite sides, feel- 
ing that the legal system should not be emphasized if democracy is to be deve- 
loped, and that emphasizing the legal system will block democracy. Is it cor- 
rect? Completely incorrect. As we all know, “law is the expression of the 
will of the class which has gained victory and mastered the political power of 
the state." ("Complete Works of Lenin,” Vol 13 p 304). Oure is a socialist 
state under the people's democratic dictatorship; our socialist legal system 
has been created according to the will of the worker clase and the entire 
people, embodying the fundamental interest of the people of the whole country. 
it is an important tool to hit the enemies, protect the people, maintain the 
revolutionary order and consolidate the people's democratic dictatorship. De- 
veloping the socialist democracy and strengthening the socialist legal system 
are mutually complementary and inseparable. The bulletin of the party's Third 
Plenary Session pointed out: "To guarantee the people's democracy, we must 
also strengthen the socialist legal system, making democracy syste satized and 
legalized, and giving stability, continuity and a great authority to the system 
and law, so that there are laws to be followed, the laws are followed, law en- 
forcement is strict, and violations are investigated.” One of the goals of 
stressing and strengthening the socialist legal system is to develop the 
socialist democracy even more successfully and protect the socialist democracy, 
making democracy systematized and legalized. 


Naturally, as the commonly observed norm of conduct, the socialist legal system 


doubtlessly possesses a stringent coerciveness and restraint. Among the people, 
it serves as an effective protection to the overwhelming majority which 
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exercises ite democratic rights within the provisions of the law and as a 
reatraint and a fetter to the very small minority which promotes bourgeois 
democracy and freedom. How can it work if there are no such restraint and 
fetter and the very amall minority is permitted to defy lawa human and divine 
and do whatever it wishes? Currently, while rectifying the "leftwing” errors 
and continuing to develop the socialist democracy, we must stress organization 
and discipline, strengthen the education on the legal system and firmly oppose 
and rectify a)1 undisciplined and anarchist phenomena violating and disrupting 
the socialist legal system. Only thus will we maintain the stable and united 
situation, develop the socialist democracy and promote the progress of the 
socialist modernization cause.

FACTORS THAT LEAD PEOPLE TO LOSE INTEREST IN POLITICS ANALYZED

[Text] Some people say that political education has become a difficult task to 
perform, because a "doctrine of noninvolvement in politics" now prevails over 
society. This allegation deserves our discussion. Actually, the development 

of the current situation and the implementation of our party's line, principles, 
and policies have become a daily topic of observation, deliberation, and 
discussion. We are afraid that at stake is not the problem of whether or not 
the people are interested in politics but whether political education can become 
more interesting to them, 


How to make our political education more attractive is a matter that can be 
resolved through the strengthening of ideological and political work. The 
following views of ours on this matter may be useful to comrades dedicated to 
political education. 





A matter of prime importance to the program for making political education attrac- 
tive is how to gear it to meet the needs of the day. In other words, political 
education must be conducted in a way that leads to the resolution of problems 

of genuine concern to the masses and of problems that tax their brains. As 
situations continue to change, so does people's thinking. This being the case, 
new problems are certain to emerge in new situations. Only by taking timely 
stock of the current situation, focusing our attention on the party's central 
task, and promptly coming to g os with what the masses have in mind can we 
carefully do a good job in the field of political education. At the same time, 
we must analyze every problem in concrete terms. Things that take place in the 
world are as complicated as a variety of contradict/ons. At present, the 
ideological problems that exist among the masses are as diverse as the factors 
that cause each problem. For example, there are many different factors that 

have led the people to cast doubt on our party's ability to lead. Viewing 
bureaucracy and the special privileges cherished by a small number of cadres 

as a widespread problem that affects our cadre contingent as a whole, some people 
have lost confidence in the party. The lack of an overall historical analysis 

of our more tha. 30 years or experiences and lessons concerning socialist 
construction has led some people to exaggerate our mistakes and problems and to 
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take a negative attitude toward our tremendous achievements in socialist 
conatruction and our party leadership, We must be good at analyzing the causes 
of various problems in concrete terms, so that we can get to the heart of these 
problems and resolve them with accurate prescriptions. Only in thie way can we 
arouse the masses’ interest in political education. 


Strengthening the power of persuasion is also extremely important to the program 
for improving ideological and political work, The so-called power of persuasion 
means the abliity to convince people by means of reasoning. To this end, those in 
charge of political work are required to step up their study, make efforts to 
raise their cheoretical level, and firmly grasp the Marxist stand, viewpoints, 

and methods. Only in this way can we speak with reason and articulation in the 
course of carrying out work. Otherwise, if they ignore theoretical education and 
do net have a firm grasp of theory, political workers will say one thing today 

and mean another tomorrow and will cause their epeeches to boomerang. Some 

people have made themselves appear knowledgeable although they know very little. 
Assuming the posture of teachers, they often want to deliver Lengthy speeches in 
an equivocal way. Although they act in a serious manner, what they say does not 
make any sense at all. Conducting education in this way not only cannot convince 
the masses but will even make them feel nauseated, thus undermining the prestige 
of political work. Another important wethod to convince people is by citing facts 
in speeches. Lenin once pointed out: "One of the most serious and most 

dangerous mistakes we may commit in the revolution ia to mistake abstract concepts 
for truth. ("Collected Works of Lenin" Vol 25, p 179) Only by citing vivid, 
visible, and sensible facts to educate the masses can we convince them. Earlier, 
some people expressed different views on the excellent situation that has developed 
since the Third Plenum. In response to this eituation, some units have conducted 
surveys of markets and individual households, and have cited a lot of facts and 
data that reflect the improved living standards of the people, as an effective 
measure to convince the masses. This approach is more acceptable to the masses 
than empty talk about the “excellent situation." 





To make pollrical education more attractive to the masses, we must pay special 
attention to various forms of its presentation which reflect flexibility. For 
example, in addition to holding the necessary report meetings and organizing 
study classes, we must organize group tours, conduct social surveys, and sponsor 
discussion meetings, with the aim of enlightening the people to the new ways of 
thinking. Some units have held seminars entitled "If I Were a Patient" and "If 
1 Were a Customer," in an effort to present political edu ation in a specific 
way that has something to do with the daily business activities of the masses. 
This is one form of education that can attract the masses. Heart-to-heart talks 
between individuals are another effective form of political education. Through 
such heart-to-heart talks, many problems that cannot be solved through the 
preparation of Lengthy reports and the organization of training classes can be 
solved without difficulty. Personnel engaged in political work must go from 
their offices to the forefront of production, where they can visit the homes of 
the masses, mike friends with them, understand what they have in mind, and do 
their work well wherever they go. When we emphasize the need to make political 
education more attractive, this does not mean devieting from the four basic 
principles, thus adapting political education co the vulgar interests of a4 
certain segment of the population. This is an important matter of principle, 











and political education must be based on this principle, Attractive materials 

and methods must be used to educate the masses and arouse their interest, Marx 
said that once theory commands the attention of the masses, it can be converted 
into physical strength. We believe that ae long as we carry out ideological 

and political work in a sctentific way and make political education truly 
attractive to the masses, we can make the broad masses generate great revolutionary 
zea) to fulfill the four modernizations program in a better way.

[Excerpts] Secondly, [sic] socialist democracy should be rule over the minority 

by those of the overwhelming majority in society and shouid be based on the norm of 
tallying with the will and wishes of those of the overwhelming majority. Marxism 
always holds that democracy and centralism, freedom and discipline, liveliness and 
unified will are all mutually related and mutually contraining. Socialist democracy 
is a democracy enjoyed by the overwhelming majority, and it cannot be subject to the 
dictation and monopoly of a minority; but this is by no means equivalent to allowing 
everybody to do whatever he pleases at his own discretion. Some people who are 
influenced by the trends of bourgeois Liberalization and anachism deny that socialist 
democracy requires centralism and requires the party's leadership; they pursue so-called 
“absolute freedom" without leadership, without centralism, and exempted from any 
restraint. This is a complete distortion of democracy. In a socialist society, to 
impose some limitation on certain people's behavior in order to protect society's 
normal order of life, order of production and order of work not only does not violate 
socialist democracy but is exactly what is required for the development of socialist 
democracy. In putting forward the guiding principle of carrying out further readjust- 
ment of the economy and realizing further political stability at present, the party 
Central Committee represents the will and wishes of the hundreds of millions of people 
of the country in their concentrated form; all our ideas and actions must take this 

as their norm and it is absolutely impermissible for a small number of policies on 

the pretext of "giving scope to democracy" without centralism, without discipline and 
without leadership. 





Thirdly, it is a fundamental content of socialist democracy that the people are the 
masters of their own house and hence become the masters of the state and society. All 
forms of democracy should follow the norm of promoting and safeguarding the content 

of democracy. Marxism holds that the forms of democracy are determined by the content 
of democracy; but these forms do not just passively reflect the content but always in 
turn influence the content in promoting or hampering its development. Therefore, 
whether or not we can adopt appropriate forms of democracy has a great deal to do with 
whether or not we are able to give scope to socialist democracy effectively. After 
the smashing of the “gang of four," especially since the Third Plenary Session of 

the llth Party Central Committee, we have restored and developed more forms of 
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democracy which proved to be effective in our practice in the past, such as 
strengthening the people's congresses at various levels, respecting the autonomy of 
enterprises and production brigades, carrying out the syatem of division of labor 
becween the party and the government and the system of local decentralization under 
the central unified leadership, and upholding the "double hundreds" principle in 
the scientific and cultural realm, etc. Among these, all those that can be worked 
out well are beneficial to the people exercising their power as masters of their 
house and promoting the development of socialist democracy. We also discarded such 
forms as "speaking out freely, airing views fully, writing big-character posters, 
and holding great debates," because practice has proved that they are not beneficial 
to the development of socialist democracy but instead play the negative role of 
sabotaging democracy, As for a small number of people in society taking advantage of 
various illegal forms to trumpet "kicking the party committee out so as to go in 
for democracy," that is even more inpermissible, 


Giving scope to socialist democracy is a requirement for the realization of socialist 
modernization; it is an irresistible historical trend, We definitely cannot shrink 
before democracy just because of troublemaking and sabotage by 4 small number of 
people, But today we must take the four basic principles as our norm and adhere to 
the correct direction of socialist democracy.

VALIDITY OF CLASS ANALYSIS AS METHOD UPHELD

[Text] Since the smashing of the "gang of four", especially since the Third Plenary 
Session of the llth Party Central Committee, the party scientifically analyzed the 
class situation and the question of class struggle in our country according to the 
basic principles of Marxism-Leninism and our concrete situation and declared that 
"class struggle is no longer the principal contradiction in our society at present." 
This was an entirely correct conclusion. But some people have understood the cis- 
appearance of exploitive classes to be the disappearance of classes and taken class 
struggle being no longer the principal contradiction to mean the dying off of class 
Struggle itself; this has led to the rise of a confused notion: since class struggle 
should no longer be the key to all work, why should the method of class analysis still 
be upheld? This question needs to be clarified. So-called class analysis is a 
fundamental Marxist method of observing and studying the social phenomena of a society 
where classes still exist from the viewpoint of class and class struggle. Ina 
society where class antagonism exists, people are very familiar with the observation 
and handling of problems by the class analysis method, In the stage of democratic 
revolution, our party, by applying the -lass analysis method, correctly estimated 

the relative ratio of class forces and situation of class struggle in the country; 
differentiated the enemies from ourselves; clearly determined the foremost question 

in the revolution as being whom to rely upon, whom to unite with, and whom to attack; 
formulated the general line of the new deomcratic revolution, and thereby led the 
revolution toward victory. During the period of socialist transformation, our party 
correctly perceived the dual character of China's national bourgeoisie by applying 

the class analysis method, and established the policy of peaceful redemption in 
utilizing, restricting and transforming them; it correctly perceived the economic 
positions and political attitudes of the masses of various strata in China's peasant 
classes, established the class line of relying upon the poor peasants, uniting with 
the peasants and eliminating the rich peasants in the countryside, and thereby assured 
the smooth accomplishment of the three great reforms. 


Today, the exploitive classes have already disappeared; complete class antagonism 

no longer exists. Should we continue to uphold the class analysis method? Our answer 
is affirmative, and the reason is very simple: because classes and class struggle 
still exist. In a society where classes exist, the political viewpoint and ideology 
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ol each person is olten constrained by ole class status, Therelore, when we observe 
and study social phenomena, we can hardly depart from the method of class analysis. 

The only difterence is that, first, when we carrled out class analysis in the past we 
paid relatively more attention to class antagonism for the purpose of differentiating 
the enemies from ourselves, whereas when we do so today we pay relatively more atten- 
tion to class differences (there is a great difference in class character, fo. inatance, 
between the working class and the peasant classes) for the purpose of educating the 
other toiling masses in the proletarian ideology so as to lead them along the socialiat 
path, Second, when we carried out class analysis in the past we placed more emphasis 
on analyzing the various classes' economic status in order to adopt correct steps 

to eliminate the feudal economy and capitalist economy and to reform the individual 
economy, whereas when we do so today we mainly analyze class character pertaining 

to various ideologies so that we can see clearly the long-range nature of our under- 
taking in order to eliminate the ideologies of the exploitive classes and their 

impact upon the toiling people and the influence of the habitual forces of small-scale 
production in order to launch our ideological struggles correctly. 


At present, there is also a realistic meaning to our reiteration that the viewpoint 

of class analysis is not yet obsolete, First of all, it helps us to analyze various 
social trends correctly so that we can wore relevantly carry out ideological struggles 
and do a good job in our ideological and political work. Because the ideological 
confusion resulting from the 10-year catastrophe wrought by Lin Biao and the "gang 

of four" is not yet thoroughly cleansed and because new problems continue to arise 

in the construction of our socialist modernization, the various fronts have all been 
carrying out major readjustments and people's thinking is not yet quite adjusted to 
the situation; because of increasing external exchanges, the corrupt ideology and 
lifestyle of the bourgeoisie have infiltrated along with them; in addition, difficulties 
still exist in the country's economy, and concerning many problems in the people's life 
we are only doing what we can for the time being in hopes of solving them gradually. 
As a result, there still exist numerous problems among the cadres and the masses and 
these are also reflected in the various trends in society. With respect to these 
ideological problems and social trends, we need to dissect them through the method 

of class analysis. Apart from the differences between the correct and the erroneous, 
and between the advanced and the backward in people's perception, the various social 
trends still partake of class dispostions. Second, it helps us sum up the party's 
historical experience correctly so as to adopt strong measures to prevent the reveti- 
tion of historical tragedies. Looking oack at the 60 years of history of our pa-ty, 
they consist of rich experiences of success and also of painful lessons of failure. 

In the process of our party's development, growth and grasp of victory, it has 
repeatedly committed the mistakes of "left" as well as right opportunist lines. The 
reasons leading to these mistakes have been many, but none of them departed from the 
root source of class and an important one among them was because China as a state 

was an ocean of the petty bourgeoisie. The economic status of the petty bourgeoisie 
determined the subjective partiality of their thinking methods, their wavering in 
politics, their looseness in organization, and the absoluteness in their policies and 
Strategies, while among the vast ranks of our party members and even many leading 
cadres, the proportion of those with a petty bourgeois family background was rather 
large and they had for long periods also lived in the ocean of small-scale producers. 
This made it certain that the party would for a long time be unable to rid itself of 
troubles pertaining to the class characteristics of the petty bourgeoisie in respect 
to its line and policies, which consequently led to mishandling in providing the 
necessary guidance. The "leftist" mistakes committed since the founding of our state, 
especially those committed during the Cultural Revolution, fully illustrated this point. 
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ln analyzing the class sources leading to these mistakes by way of seeking truth from

{Text} The eighth session of the Standing Committee of the Fourth People's Congress 
of the Ningxia Hui Autonomous Region heard the report of the Public Security Depart- 
ment of the autonomous region on the present conditions of public security and 

its views on future work in this area, The meeting was of the opinion that the 
present conditions of public security in the region are good, but that a number of 
problems still exist in certain respects awaiting rigorous adjustments. for this 
purpose it will be necessary: 


i. To strengthen the socialist legal system, to bring into play the functions of 

the organs of dictatorship in launching a resolute struggle against counterrevolution- 
ary elements and all kinds of criminal elements. Violations of the law must be 
prosecuted; the law must be rigorously enforced, Public order, production order, 

and work order must be effectively safeguarded; and the smooth progress of the 
readjustment of our national economy must be guaranteed. 


2. To crack down and suppress illegal activities of antisocialist elements and 
other criminal activities that sabotage the socialist economy and seriously endanger 
public security. Cases of manufacture of explosives and terrorism, theft of fire- 
arms and ammunition, murder, robbery, rape and multiple rape, banding together to 
carry out beating, smashing and looting and other serious cases of disturbances of 
public order must be speedily cleared up and severely punished. 


i. To approve and have promulgated for enf>rcement by the people's government of 

the autonomous region the "Rules for Strengthening the Work of Protecting the Security 
of Organs, Organizations, Enterprises and Industrial Units" proposed by the Depart- 
ment of Public Security. All units must strengthen their security organizations, 
strictly enforce the system of personal responsibility, each at his own post, and 
educate cadres, employees, workers and students to conscientiously observe law and 
discipline and defend public security. Public security work should be taken as an 
important condition in appraising advanced units. Good men and good actions in the 
fight against lawbreakers and criminal actions should be most emphatically commended. 
All those who after repeated education remain incorrigible in their violations of 
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the public security system, who due to dereliction of duties cause serious damage to 
state property or public installations, who band together for fighting and beatings, 
who gather together to create disturbances, who cover up or tolerate criminal acts 
that sabotage public security, who embezzle or collude with others at home or abroad 
to steal state property--all these must be dealt with sternly according to the 
circumstances of the cases, and where criminal lawe have been violated they must be 
punished according to the law. 


4, The masses living in peace and contentment is the criterion for public security, 
as it is also the joint responsibility of the organs of our dictatorship and the 
masses, The eighth session of the Standing Committee of the People's Congress of the 
autonomous region calls upon the people of all nationalities and on cadres at all 
levels throughout our region to vigorously assist the organs of our dictatorship in 
dedicating themselves to the protection of our legal system and insuring effective 
public security.

{Text} Lhasa, 22 May (XINHUA)=<=<More than 1,600 representatives of various 
nationalities from different circles in Lhasa held a grand meeting at the Working 
People's Palace of Culture in the gunicipality this evening to warmly celebrate 
the 30th anniversary of the signing of the agreement on the peaceful liberation 
of Xizang. 


Ngapoi Ngawang-Jigme, vice chairman of the NPC Standing Committee and chairman 
of the Xizang Autonomous Regional People's Government, addressed the meeting. 


Responsible party, government and army comrades attended. 


In his speech, Ngapoi Ngawang-Jigme said: The great historic changes started with 
the signing of the agreement on the peaceful Liberation of Xizang between the 
central people's government and the former local government of Xizang on 23 May 
1951. The peaceful liberation of Xizang completed the great cause of unifying the 
motherland and opened a new chapter in the history of the Tibetan nationality. 
Xizang has now advanced from the feudal serf system to socialism, which is an 
earth-shaking change. The peaceful liberation of Xizang opened a new road for 

the Tibetan nationality, a new road along which we, under the leadership of the 
CCP and the central people's government, have exercised the right of regional 
nativunal autonomy, have carried out the necessary social reforms, have carefully

"The peaceful liberation of Tibet completed the unification of the motherland on 
the mainland and opened up a new history for the Tioetans," Ngapoi Ngawang Jigme, 
vice chairman of the Standing Committee of the National People's Congress and 
chairman of the people's government of Tibet Autonomous Region, said in a speech 
at the meeting. 


"Tibet now has been tranaformed from feudal serfdom into socialist society. This 
is an earthehaking change," Ngapol Ngawang Jigme said. 


He recalled that this historic change started on May 23, 1951, when the central 
people's government and Tibet's former local government signed a seventeen- 
article agreement on the peaceful Liberation of Tibet.

After discussing the significance of the program for improving the 
worksatyle of the party, he pointed out: The basic aim of discipline inapection 
work is to improve the worksetyle of the party.

Stamina: Further Strengthen the Building of Primary Party Organizations—-Participa- 
ting Comrades Sum Up and Exchange Experience at All-Province Primary Party Organization 
Buiiding Work Conference, Clarify Party-Building Tasks, and Reinforce Each Other's 
Confidence and Sense of Responsibility in Handling Work Well") 


|Text|] The recently convened all-province primary party organization building work 
conference pointed out that during the past year the political quality of party members 
in the province has been considerably improved, the party's workstyle has taken a 
conspicuous turn for the better, the role played by party members has become more 
prominent than it was in the past, and the party's fighting stamina has been also 
heightened somewhat. These achievements resulted from the fact that during the past 
year party organizations at various levels in the province did a great deal of work 
around the theme of adhering to and improving party leadership and heightening the 
party's fighting stamina which was proposed by the Fifth Plenary Session of the llth 
Party Central Committee. Consequently, participating comrades were of the opinion 
that they must continue to carry out more penetrating, careful and solid work around 
this theme this year in order to strive for new, greater progress on the building 

of primary party organizations and the proper management of party work by party 
committees. 


The principal characteristics of party committees at various levels in the province 
in undertaking party-building work during the past year were as follows: there was 
a conspicuous turn for the better in the situation of the party not caring about the 
party; on the basis of carrying out education in how to behave as a qualified party 
member, the political quality of party members improved considerably; in a few 
primary party units, efforts were made to rectify the organizations and explore the 
experience of the rectification of party organizations in the new situation; in the 
process of strengthening and perfecting the party-building operational system, a normal 
procedure for carrying out party work was preliminarily established; the building of 
the ideological style of party committees above the county level was strengthened; 
and efforts were made to carry out study and exploration with respect to certain new 
problems that had emerged in the party-building process in accordance with the needs 
of construction of the four modernizations. The participants all said that the 
emphasis put on party-building by the Fifth Plenary Session of the Lith Party Central 
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Committee aroused the general attention of party committees at various levels in the 
province, ‘The provincial party committee prasped this emphasis especially and demanded 
that party committees at various levels manage party work well, Thies was repeatedly 
discussed and studied as the subject of several important provincial conferences, and 
several documents were issued in succession so that the requirements were made rela- 
tively clear, From a survey of the situation of party members and party organizations, 
the various localities saw certain Lll-adapted practices between party work and the 
four modernizations; their consciousness in grasping party-building was reinforced, 

The division of labor between the party and the government was thus carried out in 
order to insure through its organization and the leadership system that party committees 
at various levels would have sufficient time and energy to undertake party-building 
work, As a result, the management of party work by party commitlLees was considerably 
strengthened last year, In some places the job was well done: in the Keshan County 
committee, the Shangzhi County committee and the Poli County committee, not only did 
the secretary of the party committee and departments in charge undertake the task, 

but party committee members also operated according to the division of labor in 
undertaking party-building work on their respective fronts, with the result that the 
whole party was undertaking the party=-building task. It was also pointed out that 
during the past year party committees at various levels in the province closely 

adhered to the party constitution (draft) in using all forms to generally and pene- 
tratingly carry out education in party courses and training of party members which 

took the "Guiding Principles" as their subject. Ninety-five percent of the province's 
party members participated in various forms of study or training. According to 
analyses by 740 countryside communes in the five regions, Suihua, Nunjiang, Songhuajiang, 
Hejiang and Moudan, through training there was conspicuous progress in the party 
members' roles as vanguard and model, party workstyle and party discipline, the party's 
organizational life and party leadership, such progress was attributed to 75 percent 

of the membership of 550 communes. According to statistics compiled by counties 

such as Nahe, Fulan, Lindian, Suihua and Wangkui, the number of party members who 
failed to play their roles conspicuously decreased. 





In discussing this year's overall requirements for party-building, the participants 
were all of the opinion that it is necessary to adhere closely to the major principles 
of seeking further economic readjustment and further political stability by strenghen- 
ing the party's ideological construction, adhering strictly to the party's organizational 
life, improving the party workstyle, and giving full scope to the vanguard and model 
roles of party members, the role of parcy branches as fighting fortresses, and the 
party committee's role as the core of leadership. Regarding the strengthening of the 
ideological and workstyle construction of party committees above the county level, 
they all maintained that the main thing is to do a good job in solving such problems 
as maintaining consistency with the party Central Committee in politics, rectifying 
party workstyle, enhancing unity, and perfecting the system of democratic centralism.

the "Guiding Principles" according to the provincial party committee's arrangements, 
launched a minor rectification among leading groups above the county corps level, 

exalted and established certain advanced models in carrying out the "Guiding Principles," 
inspected and disposed of some major cases of violation of discipline, established 

and perfected certain rules and regulations, and did a great deal of work for the 
rectification of the party workstyle and party discipline, so that the party workstyle

The conference pointed out that, while in carrying out the "Guiding Principles" and 
rectifying the party workstyle the entire province had achieved very great results, 
these results should not be overestimated. In not a few areas and departments the 
devious style on the part of certain party members and cadres was still rather serious, 
and obstacles in the way of correcting such a devious style were still very great. 

This was mainly because some comrades still lacked sufficient understanding, failed

Some put grasping the 
party workstyle in opposition to grasping economic work, and so avoided grasping the 
party workstyle; some lacked confidence in improving the party workstyle, and so 
adopted a laissez-faire attitude; some cesorted to the art of cultivating personal 
relations, were afraid of offending people, and hence dared not grasp anything; some 
lost sight of their principles, executed the law in a lax manner, and chose to condone 
and shield those who resorted to a devious workstyle; and still others who were not 
unblemished themselves to begin with and who were afraid of incurring rectification 
upon themselves purposely placed obstacies in the way in order to hamper the rectifi- 
cation of the party workstyle or even to suppress and attack those cadres and masses 
who were struggling against the devious workstyle. 
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The conference emphatically pointed out that the issue of the party workstyle is a big 
question concerning the life and death of the party, and correcting the devious style 
is an important task of the party at present. Party committees at various levels 

must improve their understanding, heighten their consciousness in grasping well the 
party workstyle, really incorporate the work of rectifying the party workstyle in 
their agenda of work, discuss and study it at fixed intervals, regularly exhort and 
inspect, and sum up and exchange experience in a timely way, principal leaders must 
take action personally to strengthen in practice their concrete leadership.

MARXIST=LENINIST VIEW OF NATIONALITY DISCUSSED

View of Nationality’ | 


[Text] The question of nationality is an important component of the overall 
question of our country's revolution. It concerns questions pertaining to the 
entire situation of the unification of the motherland, to stability and unity, 
and to the four modernizations. Today, on the road to building a socialist 
material civilization and spiritual civilization undertaken by various nationali- 
ties of the whole country, adherence to the employment of the Marxist-Leninist 
view of nationality in treating our country's nationality question is especially 
important. Our Yunnan is a frontier province where numerous minority 
nationalities of the country live. In order to do a good job of frontier 
nationality work, further improving relations between the nationalities, 
ameliorating economic readjustment, and triumphantly carrying out construction 
of the four modernizations, it is also necessary to firmly master the Marxist- 
Leninist view concerning national.ty. 


Then, what is the Marxist-Leninist view of nationality, and what fundamental 
points does it have? According to my understanding, the Marxist-Leninist view 
of nationality is namely the world view of Marxism-Leninism in observing 
nationalities and the nationality question, In summary, this roughly includes 
the following 10 fundamental viewpoints. 


Firet, it regards nationality as a historical category which, Like other social 
phenomena, has followed its own course of birth, development, and disappearance. 
Nationality comes into being by gradually developing from clan and tribe. In 

the development of nationalities, some are earlier and some are later, some 

are faster and some are slower; in the process of such development, natural 
assimilation and forcible assimilatior are likely to take place, the former 

being progressive and the latter being reactionary. The disappearance of a 
nationality in the first place involves the disappearance of classes, then the 
disappearance of the state, and only finally the disappearance of the nationality 
itself (namely, when all nationalities are merged into a uniform whole).

Second, it regards every nationality as having its own characteristics and its 
own strong and weak points, and each as having made ita own contributions to 
human eiviligation, trrespective of thelr aige, all nationalities should be 
equal, 


Third, it regards all nationalities of the world as invariably heading toward 
socialiam. But the waye by which all nationalities head toward socialism are not 
the same. Every nationality te liable to have ite own characteristics regarding 
this or that form of democracy and regarding the socialist transformation of the 
ownerships of the means of production. 


Fourth, it regards the period of socialiem as a period in which all nationalities 
develop and prosper alongside one another. In this period, the points which 
various nationalities have in common are likely to become increasingly numerous, 
whereas their differences are likely to gradually decrease. Without the 
development and prosperity of these nationalities, one cannot speak of the 
realization of a merger of all nationalities. 


Fifth, it regards private ownership and the system of class exploitation as the 
root sources of national oppression and national exploitation. Once the 
exploitation of man by man disappears, the exploitation of nationality by 
nationality will likewise disappear along with it; once class contradictions 
within a nationality disappear, hostile relations between nationalities will 
likewise disappear along with them. The questions of nationality and of 

class are two questions of different character. Under certain conditions, the 
nationality question is closely related to the class question, but one caanot 
confuse or equate one with the other. 


Sixth, it regards the question of nationality as part of the overall question of 
revolutionary development, which itself is not an independent or unchangeable 
question. This develops along with the development of social revolution, changes 
along with the change in the nature and tasks of the revolution in different 
periods, and is solved along with the accomplishment of the overall tasks of the 
revolution. During the era of bourgeois revolution, the question of nationality 
is part of the overall question of the bourgeois democratic revolution; during 
the era of proletarian revolution, the question of nationality is part of the 
overall question ot the proletarian revolution. 


Seventh, it regards the nationality question as one of long-range existence. The 
question of nationality not only exists in the socialist historical stage, but 
even when a certain point of communism is reached there will still be a nationality 
question. So long as nationalities heave not disappeared and differences between 
nationalities remain, there will be a nationality question. In order to 
thoroughly solve the nationality question, it is necessary to overthrow the 

rule of the bourgeoisie and other exploitive classes, establish proletarian 
dictatorship, thoroughly eliminate the systems of national oppression and class 
exploitation, reform the small-scale production system, energetically train 
communist nationality cadres and varicus professional and technical talent, carry 
out socialist construction, and strive for the realization of communism. 


Eighth, it regards the association anc unity of the proletarian classes and all 
toiling people of various nationalities as basic guarantees for the victory of 
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the revolutionary cause of the proletaciat, A nationality that oppresses other 
nationalities cannot itself be free, One must both oppose the oppression of one's 
own nationality by other nationalities and oppose the oppreasion of other 
nationalities on the international level, one must resolutely support the struggle 
for national independence and national liberation on the part of the opprensed 
nations and oppressed peoples and conscientiously fulfill the obligations of 
internationalism. In treating relations between nationalities domestically, one 
must sincerely and earnestly help backward nationalities to develop their 
politica, economy, and culture in a positive manner so that they can catch up 
with advanced nationalities, 


Ninth, it takes the view that in a multinattonality state where proletarian 
dictatorship has already been realized, the domestic nationality question, once 
democratic reform and socialist traneformation are accomplished, has to do mainly 
with the practical protection of the equal rights and autonomous rights of the 
minority nationalities, with the energetic assistance to be extended to the 
minority nationalities in their effort to carry out economic construction and 
cultural construction, and with the gradual elimination of the actual inequalities 
left over from history, so that the less advanced nationalities can catch up 
with or approximate the level of development of the advanced nationalities, 

and thereby strive together with them to build an advanced socialist material 
civilization and spiritual civilization. 


Tenth, it takes the view that the proletariat of the advanced nationalities that 
have already achieved victory, in the process of their attempt to help backward 
nationalities to develop, must pay attention to the characteristics of the 
nationalities, look after the differences between the nationalities, and insist 
on proceeding from the actualities of the nationality regions, and must not 

adopt the approach of forcing backward nationalities to accept methods supposedly 
intended for their happiness. Otherwise, it would forfeit its own victory. 


The practice of our revolutionary struggles proves that the above basic points 

of the Marxist-Leninist view of nationality constitute the theoretical basis for 
correctly handling the nationality question. The series of nationality policies 
pursued by our party for the equality and unity of the nationalities, for the 
regional autonomy of the nationalities, for the protection of the equal rights 

of the scattered minority nationalities, for the training of minority nattonality 
cadres, for the help given in order that the minority nationalities can develop 
their economy and culture, for the expression of respect for the customs and habits 
and religious beliefs of the minority nationalities, and for unity with the upper- 
stratum patriotic personalities of the minority nationalities are all formulated 
with this as their point of departure and in combination with the specific 
conditions of our various nationalities. These policies have long taken deep 
root in the hearts of the people and have earned the unlimited confidence of the 
people of the minority nationalities. Therefore, in order to accomplish the 
tasks of our nationality work in the new era, so that the minority nationality 
regions of our province will flourish and develop and will become prosperous 

and affluent, we must further conscientiously adhere to and carry out the party's 
nationality policies, 


In order to do a good job of adhering to the party's nationality policies, we 
must earnestly study the nationality theory of Marxism-Leninism. Only by earnestly 
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studying Marxist-Leninist nationality theory can we fundamentally understand the 
apiritual substance of the party's nattonality policies and thereby heighten our 
resolve and consciousness in adhering to those policies and carrying them out, 

In the past, why did some of our comrades commit the mistake of exhibiting 
great-Han nationality chauviniem? In the late 1950's, why did they seek so 
urgently to achieve a “meteoric rise?"

‘WEN HUL BAO’ ON DIALECTICS, METAPHYSICS

[Text] What is the basic criterion for distinguishing between a dialectical world 
outlook and a metaphysical world outlook? In the past, some comrades usually took 
the point of whether one looked at the world in an all-round way from a viewpoint 
which took into consideration the relations and development of things as the 
criterion for distinguishing between cialectics and metaphysics. This is correct 
in 4a sense, because the metaphysical world outlook sees things as isolated, static 
and one-sided. However, the basic reason why the dialectical world outlook Looks 
at things in an all-round way from a viewpoint which takes into consideration the 
relations and development of things is that it insists on the law of the unity of 
opposites, and the basic reason why the metaphysical world outlook sees things 

as isolated, static and one-sided is that it denies the law of the unity of oppo- 
sites. Therefore, I think that the basic criterion for distinguishing between 
dialectics and metaphysics is whether or not to uphold the law of the unity of 
opposites. Though in many of their works, Marxist classical writers revealed 

from various angles the meaning of dialectics and metaphysics, they always clearly 
pointed out that it is a dividing line between dialectics and metaphysics whether 
or not to recognize the Law of the unity of opposites. For instance, in replying 
to the question of what was dialectics, Lenin said, “In brief, dialectics can be 
defined as the doctrine of the unity of opposites. This embodies the essence of 
dialectics.” ("Collected Works of Lenin,” p 240) What is metaphysics? Marx 
said, absurdity of metaphysics can be seen in that “when it sees differences, it 
fails to see the unity; and when seeing the unity it fails to see the differ- 
ences." ("Collected Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 1, p 172) At the beginning 
of "The Two World Outlooks" in his "On Contradiction,” Comrade Mao Zedong, quot- 
ing Lenin, said, “The two basic...concepts of development (evolution) are: 

1) development decreases and increases repeatedly and 2) development is a unity 

of opposites.” He clearly pointed out in his article "Give More Attention To 
Learning From Each Other and Overcome Conservatism, Arrogance and Complacency" 
that “metaphysics denies the unity of opposites of things." He also said: “Some 
people in the Soviet Union are so metaphysical and rigid in their thinking that 
they think a thing has to be either one or the other, refusing to recognize the 
unity of opposites.” ("Selected Works of Mao Zedong,” Vol 5, p 348) From these 
brilliant expositions from Marxist classics we can see plainly that the core of 
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dialectics is the recognition of the unity of opposites, and that the crucial mis- 
take of metaphysics is the negation of the unity of opposites. Since the law of 
the unity of opposites has revealed the most profound essence of the relations 

and development of things, once we master it, we will have grasped the moet basic 
thing. On the contrary, if we run counter to it, we depart from dialectics and 
become metaphysical. All other lawe and categories of dialectics are only 
expressions and developmente of the law of the unity of opposites. in other 
words, they are examples of the law of the unity of opposites. 


Engels said: In the presence of dialectics, “nothing final, absolute or sacred 
can endure. Lt reveals the transitery nature of all things and nothing can endure 
in its presence except the uninterrupted process of becoming and of passing on, 

of endlese ascent from the lower to the higher, of which it is iteelf the mere 
reflection of a functioning brain, Of course, it has a conservative side too: it 
recognizes that definite stages of knowledge and society are justified for their 
time and circumatances, but only up to a point. The conservatism of this outlook 
is relative, ite revolutionary character is absolute=<the only absolute in dialec- 
tical philosophy that prevails." ("Selected Works of Marx and Engels," Vol 4, 

p 213) In thie passage, Engels tells us that dialectics is the unity of relative 
conservatism and absolute revolutionary character. However, the basis of meta~- 
physics ia to deny the law of the unity of opposites. Taking into consideration 
only one of the two sides of contradiction and disregarding the other side, it 
always pushes one side to the extreme and denies the other. Depending on which 
aspect is one-sidedly exaggerated, metaphysics can be divided basically into two 
forms. One is to one-sidedly exaggerate the conservatiem of dialectics and deny 
ite revolutionary character; the other is just in the opposite, that is to one- 
sidedly exaggerate the revolutionary character of dialectics and deny its con- 
servatiem. 


For instance, on the question of relations and differences, dialectics holds that 
we must take into consideration the universal relations of things and at the same 
time the essential differences of things. In other words, we must extend the 
recognition of “if it is not this, it is that" to the recognition of “being both 
this and that." Contrarily, metaphysics does not recognize both the relations 
and the differences, “if it is not this, it is that" and “being both this and 
that” are the unity of opposites. In some cases, they only see the differences 
of things and fail to see their universal relations, that is, to look at the 
world one-sidedly by recognizing only “if it is not this, it is that" and denying 
“being both thie and that." In other cases, they consider the “relations” to be 
absolute and try to connect things that are totally unrelated. As a result, 
things are changed beyond recognition. Regarding the relations between the 
movement and relative standstill which is the unity of opposites, metaphysics 
denies this fact. They either one-sidedly exaggerate standstill, looking at the 
world as static and denying the movement, changes and development of things, or 
one-sidedly exaggerate movement by denying the relative standstill of things. As 
to the causes of development, there are internal causes and external causes, and 
they are also the unity of opposites. Generally speaking, the internal causes 
are the main and primary causes and the external causes, the less important and 
secondary causes. We must see the role of internal causes and that of external 
causes as well. However, metaphysics denies that internal causes and external 
causes are the unity of opposites. They either overestimate the role of external 








causes and deny that of internal causes, which is the so-called “theory of 
external causes," or onewsidedly overestimate the role of internal causes and 
deny the role of external causes. 


For another example, since opposites and unity as well as struggle and tdentity 
are related to each other, and can at no time be separated, we must either take 
atruggle into consideration when discussing identity or take identity into con- 
sideration when discussing struggle. Metaphysics however, takes both opposites 
and unity, struggle and identity as absolutely conflicting with each other. It 
regards unity one-sidedly without taking struggle into consideration or vice 
versa. Quantitative change and qualitative change are also the unity of oppo= 
sites. Quantitative change cannot replace qualitative change, and qualitative 
change takes place only after quantitative change. But metaphysics denies that 
quantitative change and qualitative change are the unity of opposites. It either 
one=sidedly exaggerates the role of quantitative change and denies the importance 
of qualitative change, and substitutes quantitative change for qualitative change, 
which has been called "vulgar evolutioniem," or contrarily, exaggerates the role 
of qualitative change, denying that it must have quantitative change as its 
premise. Similar to the above, affirmation and negation are also the unity of 
opposites. When something cannot reasonably go on existing, it must be negated 
and when something is new and exists reasonably, it should be affirmed. This is 
the principle of “to give in order to take.” Again, metaphysics denies that 

they are the unity of opposites. It either one-sidedly stresses affirmation 
without negation, and does not negate those things that should be negated and 
which cannot reasonably go on existing, or one-sidedly stresses negation without 
affirmation, and negates too soon that which should not be negated and which can 
still reasonably exist. 


Though the two forms of metaphysics mentioned above are different in form, their 
characteristics which are opposite to dialectics can be seen clearly at a glance 
when we measure them with the law of the unity of opposites. 


in reviewing the history of the international communist movement, we can easily 
see that the bourgeoisie and all right opportunists have always exaggerated the 
conservatism ot dialectics and negatec its revolutionary character. They usually 
see the world as static ard isolated, and advocate “vulgar evolutionism," "the 
theory of external causes" and "the theory of merging contradictions" which 
stresses unity without considering struggle. When criticizing the revisionists 

of the Second International, Lenin pointed out: They have “'only' abandoned the 
living soul of Marxism, ‘only' abandoned its revolutionary character." ("Collected 
Works of Lenin,” Vol 2, p 629) On the contrary, "left" opportunists have usually 
exaggerated one-sidedly the revolutionary character of dialectics and denied 
completely its conservatism, showing that they are more "revolutionary" than the 
others. Lenin said: "The surest way of discrediting and damaging a new political 
(and not only political) idea is to reduce it to absurdity by contending to defend 
it. For every truth, if ‘overdone’ (es Dietzgen Senior put it), if exaggerated, 
if carried beyond the limits of its actual applicability, can be reduced to 
absurdity, and is even bound to become an absurdity under these conditions." 
("Selected Works of Lenin," Vol 4, p 217) Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
actually exaggerated one-sidedly the revolutionary character of dialectics and 
reduced it to absurdity. However, if we have a good master of the criterion for 





distinguishing between dialectics and metaphysics and measure things with the law 
of the unity of opposites, it would not be difficult for us to see that they were 
in reality opposing material dialectics by denying its conservatism, no matter 
how dialectical and revolutionary they might have appeared, 


Over a long period of time, due to the influence and guidance of "left" devia- 
tionist thinking, we have paid greater attention to the criticism of metaphysics 
which denies the revolutionary character of dialectics than to the criticiem of 
metaphysics which denies the conservatism of dialectics. Moreover, the latter 
was sometimes incorrectly taken as a form of revolutionary dialectics and propa- 
gated, which encouraged the development of "left" deviationist thinking. This is 
a profound lesson for us. Besides other reasons, it also has something to do 
with the unclarity of the basic criterion for distinguishing between dialectics 
and metaphysics. Therefore, it is of practical significance to realize that 
whether or not to recognize the law of the unity of opposites is the basic 
criterion for distinguishing between dialectics and metaphysics and to oppose 
the two forms of metaphysics at the same time.

REASON FOR FALLURE OF TALPING REBELLION DISCUSSED

[Text] In the case of the peasant war of the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace which broke 
out 130 years ago, its eventual failure was inevitable when viewed from the standpoint 
that it could not have overthrown the feudal system of exploitation, but it might 
well have achieved success when viewed from the standpoint that it could conceivably 
have overthrown the feudal dynasty of the Qing under the Manchus. Liu Bang [0491 
6721] overthrew the Qin Dynasty, Zhu Yuanzhang [2612 0337 3864] overchrew the Yuan 
Dynasty under the Mongols, and Li Zhicheng overthrew the Ming Dynasty: all of these 
proved that the possibility of success was present. Yet the Heavenly Kingdom of 
Peace was unable to overthrow the Qing Dynasty under the Manchus. That this great 
and dramatic peasant war did not in the end achieve as high a level as it could have 
was attributable to military and economic causes, but also to organizational and 
ideological causes. If we analyze it from the political aspect, carrying out radical 
policies was also an important reason. This article is intended to concentrate 

on a discussion of the radical policies of the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace from the 
political aspect and their serious consequences. 


1. “Driving Fish into Deep Waters, Driving Birds into Bushes" 


in the early period of the revolution by the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace, Yang Xiuqing 
{2799 4423 3237] and Xiao Chaoqui [5618 2600 6311] issued "An Edict on the Execution 
of Evildoers Under the Heavenly Mandate for National Salvation and Pacification of 
the People” and "An Edict on the Expedition Against the Barbarians Under the Heavenly 
Mandate and the Call to Arms To Be Known to All Parts of the Country," which said, 
among other things: ‘Today, the Manchu evildoer Xianfeng really belongs to the 
barbarians who have been enemies of our country for generations." "As far as I can 
figure in general, the total population of the Manchus cannot be more than some 

100 ,000, but the total population of our China cannot be less than some 5 million. 

It is really exceedingly ridiculous for a population of some 5 million to be subju- 
gated by some 100,000!" “We must make sure that such barbarian exhalations are 
cleansed away, so that we can all enjoy the pleasure of peace." These proclamations 
held high the anti-Qing banner, exalted the great rationale of nationalism, and 
bitterly cited the various criminal deeds on the part of the Qing House of the Manchus 
in ruling over China; they were really able to arouse the nationalistic wrath of the 
vast ranks of the populace. Regrettably, however, the Heavenly Kingcom of Peace did 
not actually concentrate all its efforts to do so. 
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In the history of China's peasant revolutionary wars, there is some similarity 

between the uprising of Hong Xiuchuan [163 4423 0356] and the uprising of Zhu Yuanzhang; 
they both sought to overthrow alien rule, but Zhang Yuanzghang succeeded whereas 

Hong Xiuehuan failed, An important reason for Zhu Yuanzhang's success was that he 
adhered [rom start to finish to the overall goal of "driving out the barbarians and 
reestablishing China," so that his forces continued to grow stronger and more massive, 
He not only paid a great deal of attention to uniting the landlords and scholarly 

and official elements under the political slogan of "reestablishing China," such as 
uniting around himself people like Feng Guosheng [7458 0948 0524], Li Shanchang [2621 
0810 7022), Zhu Sheng (2621) 0581) of Huizhou, Song Lian [1345 3425] of south of the 
Chanyjiang River, Liu Ji [0491 1015], and Ye Shen [5509 3819], and asking them to 

offer consultation on strategic planning, to train needed talents, and to establish 
necessary institutions, but also suggested that if the Mongols and foreigners were 
Willing to stay and reside in China, they shouldbe treated equally without discrimina- 
tion, thus aiming at dividing and disintegrating the reactionary rule of the Yuan 
Dynasty under the Mongols. Zhu Yuanzhang's military discipline was made strict and 
clear; he constantly gave strict orders to his subordinates: "Don't burn or loot; 
don't kill or slaugher." "In places you pass by or when a city is seized, don't 
wantonly kill people, don't rob people's properties, don't destroy people's residences, 
don't waste farming tools, don't kill draft animals, and don't take people's children," 
These correct policies were very popular, and they achieved great results politically 
and militarily, as well as economically. 





but Hong Xiuchuan left too much to be desired in this regard in comparison with 
Zhu Huanzhang; he failed to take opposition to "the Manchu barbarians" as the single, 
principal goal, but struck out in all directions and made himself isolated. 


Because the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace did not divide and disintegrate the Manchus 

but killed them all, whether they were males, females, old or young, this forced 

the Manchus in Nanjing to resist them with their lives, and even women took up arms 

to join in the deadly struggle for survival, thereby creating more obstacles in the 
way of the military movements of the Army of Peace; the latter was thus required to 
pay an even higher price. In their approach to the landlords and merchants of Han 
nationality, they also failed to enlighten them about the significance of nationalism 
but chose instead to attack them by the same means--looting and killing; this again 
forced the landlords and merchants of Han nationality to take refuge with the Qing 
House under the Manchus and stand in opposition to the Army of Peace. In Suzhou, 

the Army of Peace "searched for valuables by emptying any basket and overturning any 
valise they could find, needless to say; but they even set their eyes on double walls 
in rooms, ceilings, breaches between rooftiles and cracks on the outside walls of 
buildings, breaking and crushing them at random and leaving them riddled with gaping 
holes and in ruins, And underneath garden rocks and floors, too, they spared no 
digging.... With one group leaving and another coming ' Single fiber was left." 
In Hefei, “every household looked like it has been loot . | -@8 were strewn every- 
where, and blood flowed in the streets."“ Some landloras « merchants of Han 
nationality at first showed sympathy and supported the Army oi Peace. Certain land- 
lords in Jiangzi "willinglykept their hair long in support (of the Army of Peace) in 
hopes of serving as its army, division and regiment commanders."3 In Hubei and certain 
other places, "the rich sat idly by while the city was under siege, showing no willing- 
ness to give a cent, while the poor were just happy that the rebels were coming 
because they might thus enrich themselves.... These benighted people actually sold 
themselves to the rebels or even surged forward to welcome them when they arrived, 
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while they would stop operating the marxetplaces if those who were coming happened 

to be official troops. Such repulsive and puzzling situations could be found every-= 
where.'""4 Yet the Army of Peace failed to cherish such cooperative attitudes and 
yoodwill on the part of the nobles and chose intentionally to destroy them, Most 
typical was the Jiang Shoumin [3068 1108 3046] ineident in Yangzhou. lowerlul noble= 
nan Jiang Shoumin levied a tax of more than 100,000 taels of silver on the sale 
merchants and wealthy households to buy rolls of yellow and red brocade and cows, 
yoats, chicken and ducks and brought them to Jiangning to welcome and entertain the 
Army of Peace, Yang Xuiqing gave him a dragon banner of yellow silk and asked him 

to raise it on the city wall ot Yangzhou. Unexpectedly, “hordes of soldiers arrived 
in the night of the 24th all of a sudden; rebels inside the city set fires to coordin- 
ate with them, Thus the whole city became boisterously disrupted, with residents 

not Knowing what routes to escape by, The way they were decimated was too gruesome 
to look at. Yangzhou was the richest city in southeast China; it was picked clean 
and everything was fed to the rebels' carpetbags. '"? Jiang Shoumin himself was also 
murdered, This incident made the Army of Peace very unpopular; Landiords and merchants 
of Han nationality of the Jlangoing and Yangzhou region were protoundly disappointed 
by the reneging conduct on the part of the Army of Peace, so they ali started to 
organize militia units and joined together to defend themselves. According to avail- 
able records, even though the Army of Peace occupied Jiangning and Yangzhou at the 
time, "the rebels did not dare venture a single step more than 10 Li outside the 

city because people in the outskirts everywhere had set up such militia units and 
sworn to fight them to the death." "People in the outskirts thus united with one 
heart and one mind and joined their militia units across an area of several hundred 
li. With what small force Xiannuzhen had on hand, it was even able to kill about 
1,000 rebels, How would the rebels dare to venture out in all directors?"6 From 
this, we can see that the consequences of the above indicated radical policies were 
extremely serious. 


il. ‘Taking the Intellectuals as Outsiders and the Traditional Culture as "Evil Books" 


the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace carried out a policy of exclusion and attack with 

respect to the intellectuals. ‘Whenever they captured a person, they would examine 

his hands; if they discovered that the person's palms looked well cared tor and were 

of a reddish color and his fingers exhibited no calluses, they would designate him 

an evildoer and kill him on sight or kill him after asking routine questions; in some 
other cases, he would be unable to stand the attendant torture any longer and would 
confess to being an evildoer and then be killed, or he would simply be beaten to death."/ 
As a result, there emerged the following situation: in the Army of Peace “no learned 

and trained perswn could be found; those who were seen wielding pen and ink were 

either odd characters or vulgarians.” 


In the Army of Peace, there was an extreme shortage of physicians; even when Yang Xiuqing 
was suffering from an eye disease, he could not find a good physician. From the 
"Admonitory Edict on the Recruitment of Good Physicians" issued by Prince of the 

North Wei Changhui [7279 2490 6540) we can see the fearful and distant attitude 

exhibited by intellectuals toward the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace: "We have repeatedly 
issued such advisory edicts in search of good physicians," “but up to the present we 
have not seen any physician come forward in response to our call; for this reason, 

we are not sparing high rewards and we hereby issue this admonitory edict once more.’ 
"The eye specialty is especially valued by the Celestial Dynasty." The admonitory 
edict even sought to “reward his art" by granting him the post of prime minister" 

or "yranting him 10,000 taels of silver." Yet, despite such high rewards, not only 
did no valiant person come forward but even those physicians in the Heavenly Capital 
itself all fled elsewhere. 
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The Army of Peace subjected Confucius t) abuse, destroyed schools and books, and 

ruined cultural relics from history: toils also incurred serious dissatisfaction on 

the part of the intellectuals at the time, According to recordings of the Taiping 
Tianei [Heavenly Diary of Peace}: “Efforts were also made to examine the cause of 

the evildoers' wrongdoings and to generally serutinize how mistaken were the books 

with which Kong Qiu [Confucius] had taught the people,... Seeing that everybody 
vttributed the fault to him ta the High Heaven, he therefore fled clandestinely from 
lleaven in an attempt to run away with the evildoers. The Heavenly lahter, Superior 
God, and Celestial Emperor thereby dispatched God and the Angels to pursue Kong Qiu 

and tie him up and they escorted him before the Heavenly Father, Superior God, and 
Celestial Emperor, The Heavenly Father, Superior God, and Celestial Emperor was very 
angry and asked the Angles to whip him."9 Since Kong Qiu had become a criminal in 
Heaven, therefore the schools on earth and the students in this world naturally all 
became objects to be swept away. "The rebels especially disliked the inscribed tripods 
and books, which they always found it necessary to destroy in oraer to show their 
displeasure,... Other things such as chinaware of the Song and Ming periods and 
calligraphy, paintings and other ink works by well-known personalities of the Song, 

Yuan and Ming periods, the Song period's Ta and Lanting penmanship albums, which 

were all rare treasures, and personal articles passed down as heirlooms in the families 
of honored nobles and famous officials were either destroyed or reduced to a pulp 

once the rebels laid their hands on them. Most malicious of all was the rebels' 
destruction of books, as the rebel sect looked upon our books as evil books. Recently, 
households in the prefects along the Changjiang River with the tradition of holding 
books such as those of Ye Suyun [5509 4790 0061] of Hanyang, Sir Ruan Wenda [7086 

2429 6671) and Messrs Qin Dunfu [4440 2415 1133], and Cheng Mutang [4453 4476 1016] 

of Yangzhou have all become known as places filled with tens of thousands of ivory- 
pick-locked volumes, most of which are books rarely seen in this world; these were 
blessed places full of treasures. Yet, in their case, too, when the rebels arrived 
they either directly put them to fire or used them to smoke the mosquitoes away or 

cook their tea, or they even used the printed paper to clean themselves after going 

to the toilei:."19 The adoption of such barbaric and rude attitudes toward books and 
cultural relics made scholars of the time extremely antipathetic; some denounced them 
as "worse than the burning [of books] during the Qin period," Although such recordings 
came from the pen of the ruling class, they nevertheless provide a look at the cultural 
policies of the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace in general. 


Under such radical policies, though, the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace still gave civil 
service examinations for a time, although unfortunately most of those who came forward 
to take them were monks, Taoist priests, diviners, fortunetellers, astrologers and 
like who had lost their refuge and means of livelihood; from them, it was thus not 
possible to recruit many useful talents. In 1853, at an "Examination for the Eastern 
Regions" given at Jiangning, those who came forward to register numbered less than 


50; “hence the timelimit was extended by 10 days, along with the order conveyed with 7 
the playing of a gong that he who failed to come forward in response would be executed," 
(he Heavenly Kingdom of Peace also opened up civil service examinations for women; 

but the upshot was that, among the three foremost women scholars who qualified, one 


committed suicide and one ran away. 


On the questions of intellectuals, Hong Xiachuan could hardly compare with Zhu Yuanzhang 
or with Li Zhicheng, or even with Liu Bang. By Zhu Yuanzhang's side there were Song 
Lian, Liu Ji, Ye Shen, and Zhu Sheng, and by Li Zhicheng's side there were Li Yan 
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When long Xiuchuan firat arrived in Chisu Village in Gui County, Guangxi, from 
jKuanpdony there was 4 Liuwue Temple thece; legend had it that 4 man and a woman had 
died on the mountain after they tell ince love and echoed each other in singing, 80 
later generations eventually built the Lemple in their memory, This was meant 
actually to commemorate a songstress fairy in the fashion of Liu [0491] the Third 
Sister, and men and women singing in response to each other was the customary way in 
Which youthe of the local area expressed their love for each other; so the oxistence 
of thin Liuwuo Temple was originally a very ordinary thing. But Hony Xiuchuan chose 
to write a poem to launch a vehement atcack: "Ae | lift my pen to write a poem to 
reproach the Liuwuo Temple, | see two demons who should be executed and destroyed; 
Human beings all over the mountain have become foul; One hearse men's singing and 
women's singing everywhere" After this poem wae disseminated, it aroused strong 
resentment among the Local people; “superstitious natives raised a big hue and gry 
and proceeded to express their opposition; this almost caused a big incident.” 
Subsequently, “brothers of the God-worshiping Seciety of Guangxi followed “P by 
destroying many idole, thus provoking the people's opposition everywhere, "! When 
troops of the Army of Peace advanced to Houshan in Wuxi, they were met with vehement 
resistance by monks of the Shongshan Temple. 


The Heavenly Kingdem of Peace not only wanted people to abandon their religious beliefs 
that had been passed down to them for generations and kneel and prostrate themselves 
before the God Jesus imported from abroad, but they also saw to it that wedding and 
funeral ceremonies also entirely followed "the Christian rituals,"1/ This was even 
more at variance with the Chinese people's patriotic psychology in opposing imperialist 
aggression after the Opium War. Consequently, the Religion of God promoted by the 

Army of Peace lacked revolutionary persuasiveness, and this was reflected especially 
clearly during the Later period of the revolutionary movement, 


iong Aiuchuan's KRelgion of God, propagated on the pretext of the Heavenly Father 
coming down to dwell in him, also aroused dessention among foreign Christian churches. 
Priest Lo Xiaochuan, from whom Hong Xiuchuan studied the religion, once said: ~~ 
really could not make head or tail of what he said when he related his strange dream... 
as his knowledge of the Bible was really rather limicted."45 Some Westerners, after 
reading his "Edict on the Heavenly Father Coming Down to This Earth,” "felt that it 
was unbearably preposteroys," “and very much at odds with what we are acquainted with 
in the Christian Bible.” Another Westerner who had toured the Heavenly Capital said: 
"The Heavenly King's religion is nothing but a madman's greatest blasphemy against 
God. The religion of his subordinates is simply a great joke and a comedy, and the 
Heavenly King is a most incorrigible heretic.” “He also often breaks out with a kind 
of ‘theological illness’ (that is, with the Heavenly Father coming down to qvell 

in him).... This is really mixing Christianity with a heretic relations.” With 

no roots domestically and with its sources cut externally, the Religion of God promoted 
by Hong Xiuchuan thus fell inte a difficult situation like “the loads on one's 
shoulder pole not being sercurely tied up, so that they fall on the ground from both 


ends,” 
IV. Asceticism and Hedonism 
strict asceticism was practiced to constrain the soldiers 


in the Army ol leace 


and ordinary officers, but the princes of the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace were somehow 
hedonists themselves. 





Wi edict promulyated with the imperial ippreoval of the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace, 
"Idiet on Principles Pertaining to the teavenly Situation,” had this to aay: "la 
establishing our cause in the beginning, there must be the state firat and our families 
atterward; we must proceed trom the public cto the private, Since it would be best to 
avoid suspicion between those inaide and those outside, and men and women should alse 
he separated irom each other, we must therefore have men's patha for men, atid women 't 
paths tor women,” “Even ii one must visit the other , [a man and a woman!] should only 
carry on a conversation at the door, at 4 diatance of several! paces Petween them and 
with their voices loud enough to be heard by each other.” In his "Autobiography," 

the Heavenly King, Jr, Guitu [631i 4395] the Heavenly Hong [3165], mentioned that 
Hong Xiuchuan also did something in the Palace of the Heavenly King which waa diffi- 
cult for others to understand, ‘He gave me four wives when 1 was only 9 years old 
and torbade me to see my mother and siseters from then on, The old Heavenly King 
wrote 10 poems on salvation for me to read, and they all spoke of the principles aa 
to how men and women should be separated and not allowed to see each other, 1 still 
remember 9 of them, After | was ° years old whenever [| missed my mother and sisters, 
| always had to see them stealthily when the old Heavenly King was occupied with 
matters of state at the imperial court,” 


in the Army of Peace, the order for men and women to stay in different quarters was 
very strictly entorced, because inter Offietal Vice rime Mintiater Chen Zongyanys 
17115 1350 2254] and his wife el: together, they were both executed. Yang Xiluging's 
brother-in-law, State-Pacitication Prince Lu Mianba [4151 6343 2149), frequently 
earned merit in battle; but because “he clandestinely cohabited with his wife and 
made her pregnant,” he was “demoted from a prince to a platoon leader.” Yang Xiuqing's 
elder brother Yang Yuanging [2/99 0337 3237) served as prime minister; his wife was 
lady-in-waiting to the l’rincess of the Fast at the Mansion of the Vrinee of the Eust. 
One day she expressed his discontent by grumbling that “my husband is not as lucky 
as your husband, his younger brother, who can still cohabit with his wife.” Upon 
hearing this, Yang Aiuqing tlew int ) rage and executed his sister-in-law, and his 
elder brother Yuangqing no longer h his appointment. Worse still, the parents of 
Yrince of the West Niao Chaveul [5618 2000 6311!, too, lost their Lives because the, 
observed no separation between themsselves as man and woman. “The father of the 
Rebel of the West cohabited with the mother of the Rebel of the West on their wav t 


Chanesha; the other rebels discovered this and told the sf the West. The Rebel 
of the West and the Rebel of the bast thereby 4 ilked tovether and decided to behead 
the former's parents as a warning ti thes oo 

Yet the lives of the princes the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace were licentious and 
corrupt. for instance, th leavenly Kingdom of Peace torbade smoking and drinking; 
but these were somehow not forbidden at the Mansion of the Prince of Talent anc the 
Mansion oO} the Prix e of LOVALEY., ‘The tr hight ink itis leaders bv no means toll wed 
the Heavenly King’ pre] Ste ntercracictions: rhereltore . if the dinner table every- 
body drank to his heart's content...and smoking wag also quite common, something 
loved by everybody seated at those dinner tabl: J Hong Aiuchuan himsel! also did 
not stop smoking. Similarly, leaders the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace required their 
subordinates to “hold their patt: " and obs the Heavenly Regulations, so that 

i oup le: were not allowed to cohabit . Du they themselves: omehow relished having, 

many maids and concubines. \corrding to the “Aut iography of Hong Dachuan [| 3163 


1129 0356}, “Hong Xiuchuan indulged in beautilul women; he had 36 of them.” Later, 
the number continued to increase. According to the “Autobiography” of the Heavenly

Peace had a birthday, more than 100 beauties 
would be selected; from them, Meng Deen would carefully choose 15 and present them 
respectively to the princes. In exhibiting discrepancy between their words and deeds, 
treating others harshly while condoning their own actions, the leaders of the Heavenly 
Kingdom of Peace set only subsacituted feudal privilegea for the principle of equality 
which they once advocated, but also directly led to political retrogreasion and 
corruption, 


"Till together when we have land, eat together when we have food, wear together when 
we have clothes, use together when we have money: there is no place where equality 

is lacking, and there is nobody who is short of abundance in food or warmth in clothing. 
This was once the fine ideal of the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace. But because of the 
rapid turn toward corruption and toward feudalism on the part of the leading clique 

of the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace, the political regime of the Heavenly Kingdom of 
Meace alter the establishment of the Heavenly Capital actually became another feudal 
political regime coexisting with the Qing Dynasty under the Manchus in Beijing. The 
relationship between this political regime and the totling people also underwent 

4 radical change. For instances, the Army of Peace at Changshu “dispathced chieftains 
under its command respectively to various towns...where they detained the peasants to 
have them submit to a deadline; the converted price from levies on each mu of land 
increased to 2,069 coins. How could the peasants comply with it as a whole? By the 
time the wheat was ripe, there were still those who could not pay up; in this case, 
the puppet officeholder would sit in the Hall of the Heavenly Father, order platoon 
leaders of the military to present those of the households still owing the Levies, 

who were thereby beaten with a stick right in the Hall, and further send messengers 

to accompany them to their homes in order to take out all their wheat and beans and 
convert them according to 4 price as payment for the levies. Upon seeing this, old 
and young, men as well as women, all shed tears like rain, for, in the case of these 
wheat and beans, the peasant famiiies would usuaily make meals by grinding the former 
and baking the latter, with ofl and salt added so as to produce a dish to go with the 
meals, and so as to tarm the crops; with these taken away, how could they hope to till 
and harvest their land?"?3 


because the Army of Peace did not do a good job in carrying out policies of caring 

for the people, the people in many localities widely began to establish militia units 

in order to protect their villages and defend themselves. These spont aneous armed 
militia units in the various localities basically were made up of indigenous landlords 
and powertul nobles and masses of the peasants; the former were originally allied forces 
with whom unity could have been won, and the latter were orginally reliable basic 
tuiling masses, But now they were all driven to the side of the enemy and became 
erviceable accomplices of the troops of the Qing government under the Manchus who 
brought about a serious threat to the Army of Peace. An Englishman at the time 

recorded the tollowing: “When troops of the Army of Peace dispersed and fled from 

that city (Zhenhai County), the nobles and people of the area all rose to arm themselves, 
holding sharpened swords, bomboo poles and farm tools in their hands and pursuing 

them." "The angered nobles and people were anxious to take revenge for the pains and 

ill treatment the Army of Peace had previously imposed on them, so they gave the Qing 
troops their support ind assistance."*“ In other cases, militia units in Liuhe County 
in Jiangsu, Pingjiang County in Hunan, and Huangan County in Hubei also all inflicted 
heavy casualties on the Army of Peace. 





Still another point needs to be mentioned: leaders of the Heavenly Kingdom of leacs 
were cruelly severe and harehly meticulous in dealing with the soldiers of the Army 
of Peace, For instance, apart trom strictly torbidding them to amoke, those who 
shook their whiskers and hair would be beheaded; soldiers who quarelled and fought 
among themselves would be beheaded; those who failed to commit to heart the Heavenly 
Regulations within 3 weeks aiter joining the Army of Peace would be beheaded; those 
who read "the evildoers’ books" would be beheaded; those who voiced complaints when 
they dug ditches and built mud walle would be beheaded; when the Prince of the Laat 
came out with his entourage, people who did not have time to get out of his path were 
supposed to kneel on the roadside, but those who cared to continue Walking toward 
him would be beheaded; when the official sedan chairs of various military inspectors 
and commandera came out, ollicers and men of low rank were also supposed to tollow 
the rule governing the encounter with the princes, and if they failed to stay out of 
the way o1 failed to kneel on the roadside, they would be beheaded without reservation. 
Such haceh, strict interdictions made life unbearable to many soldiers and thus 
caused 4 great many contingents to tun away, The lowering of the fighting strength 
of the Army of Peace was thus also inevitable, 


Because it carried out 4 series of radical policies, the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace 
therefore deviated from reality and from the masses and it gradually advanced 

toward a precipice, Such a langerous situation became ini reasingly cleat », and entlipnhe 
ened men in the ranks of the Army of Peace also sensed the extreme eravity of the 
Situation, Among the tiles of the British Government has been perserved a precious 
document of the Heavenly Kingdom of Peace, and that is a secret letter written by 
Prince-in=Waiting Li Shixian [2621 0013 6343] to his close subordinates. in this 
letter, he provided a profound reflection on the previous conduct of the Army of 
Peace, The letter says: "Prince-in-Waiting Li Shixian calls the attention of my 
younger brother En [1869], Talent-Exhibiting Prince of the Eastern Prefect: ...the 
will ot our soldiers has dissipated and they are unwilling to fight their best; the 
situation is rather dangerous. I! also heard that bandits have sprung up everywhere 
in various localities.... As | come to think about it, this is all hecause our 
brothers have killed people and set things on fire and thereby brought abovt the 
development of such a situation; it has nothing to do with whether or not there are 
wood ones among the common people.... rom now on, we must do our best to love the 
people so that the people will not take us as their enemy; if the situation should 
become worse, we will still have some refuge to retreat to, Otherwise, if our troops 
miss the chance, we and all of your will die without shelter. You should also convey 
my thoughts to officials of the various localities, This letter should be known only 
to you alone and not known in common with others, Lest the minds of our soldiers be 
disturbed. burn this as soon as you have finished reading it."29 After people read 
this letter, their hearts would feel grievous and heavy. Although a small number 

of enlightened men among the ranks of the Army of Peace already recognized the great 
threat of those radical policies, not only was it too late, but it was in many case 
impossible for them to perceive that the shaping of those radical policies was rooted 
in none other than the peasants’ narrow-mindedness, conservatism and backwardness and 
Hong Xiuchuan's uptopia and tanaticism which deviated from reality. Once this great 
mistake was made, the uprising peasant: themseives could never onquer. A dork curtain 
was to be drawn shortly thereafter over the awesome, magnificent performance of the 
Heavenly Kingdom of Peace on the stage of history. 
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in the Porward to his article "The Peasant Wars of Germany," Engels said; "Ie is 
appropriate onee more to show the clumay but stubborn and resilient images of the 

yreat peasant ware to the German people,... If the crude actions of the peasant ware 
in the movements of the last few years ave only been scattered in Ovenwald, Foret= 
Noire and Silesia, then they can in no way be said to be the asseta of modern uprisings 
uprisings, “26 The experience and lessons of the failure of the Heavenly Kingdom 

of Peace are a precious historical legacy which has furnished a persuasive historical 
example to posterity as to why we “cannot do things that way.”

NEW HUBEL VICE GOVERNOR=-At Governor Han Ningfu's proposal, the Hubei Provincial

1980, the city's industrial output value reached 2.13 billion yuan. The city 
produced more than 48.30 million dun cf coal in the 4-year period.

PROSPECTS OF STUDENT MOVEMENT, | .OPLE'S PUBLICATIONS 
Hong Kong ZHENGMING [CONTENDING] in Chinese No 5, 1 May 81 pp 90, 50

Document No 9'"] 


[Text] ‘Two members of the former 5 APRIL FORUM were arrested by the Chinese 
Communist Government recently. This action may be regarded as a stringent 
measure in the enforcement of "Central Document No 9" by the Chinese Communist 
Party. 


What is the actual state of affairs in the promulgation of "Central Document 

No 9?" Sinee the beginning of the year, the Chinese Communist Party promul- 
gated several documents one after another, aimed at "those craving nothing short 
of national chaos" and "those holding different political views." First it 

was "Central Document No 2," aimed at “those craving nothing short of national 
chaos;" following it was "Central Document No 7," aimed at the field of litera- 
ture and art." "Central Document No 9" is directed at people's publications 
and people's organizations. All these constitute the strongest political] 
offensive of the Chinese Communist Party since smashing the "gang of four." 


Guangdong's Appendix to the Document 


in Guangdong, when communicating "Central Document No 9," the provincial and 
municipal party committees circulated an appendix among the high level cadres. 
Even more concrete and sharp than "Central Document No 9," the main points of 
its contents are as follows: 


(1) Guangzhou city is calm on the surface, but it is not so underneath. 


(2) Due to its special circumstances, Guangdong is in a position to promote 
relations abroad. The illegal organizations in the various areas in the coun- 
try have divided up the assignments, and Guangdong is responsible for overseas 
relations, utilizing such relations to create an influence abroad and to pro- 
duce, in turn, an influence at home. 
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(3) Among the former "Li Yiaghe [2621 0001 0772)" followers, Li Zhengetan [262] 
2973 1131] and Chen Yiyang [7115 000) 7122] have repented, but Wang Xizhe [3769 
1585 0772] continues to spread anti-party and anti-social iat views 


Students as the Focal Potnt 


Does such a harsh document portend wide arreste? Up till now, no arrest in 
Guangdong has been reported, After "Central Document No 9" was announced, cer- 
tain figures connected with people's publications were given verbal warnings by 
their own units. The student leaders of some areas were summoned by the govern- 
ment to attend "study classes;" others were warned by the school party commit- 
tees, and even threatened with expulsi nn, 


However, the mode of communicating the document makes one feel that the govern- 
ment's primary target is not the people's publications which have workers as 
the mainstay, but the students. When "Central Document No 9" was transmitted, 
the party committees of the various units were asked to communicate orally to 
each and every basic member of their units, but actually it was not carried 
out. From the actual conditions of the communication, one finds that the 
colleges and universities were the focal points. The party members and class 
cadres of the colleges and universities received oral notice from the school 
party committees, but here the communication stopped, and was not carried 
through to the masses in the more basic levels. Units other than the schools 
seemed not to be the objectives of the document. The party members and cadres 
of capital construction units under provincial jurisdiction did not hear of 
the communication. 


Past and Future of China's Student Movement 


Indeed, the students’ dissatisfactions and their conflicts with the current 
system in recent years were numerous. The more prominent instances were the 
strikes in the universities in Sichuan, in Hunan's Changsha and in Anyang and 
the election of delegates to the People's National Congress in Beijing and 
Fudan Universities. As for instances of a smaller scale, they occurred con- 
tinuously in many areas. In short, the students are no longer docile. 


The majority of the people at home feel pessimistic about China's student 
movement. Unlike the college students of the sixties in Europe and America 
(their social economic situation is deteriorating), China's college students, 
objectively, constitute a "minor privileged stratum," enjoying special living 
privileges while attending school and after graduation. Among the students 
"creating trouble" recently, most of the key figures have undergone the "Cul- 


tural Revolution" and possess certain experience. Between 25 and 30 years of 
age and mostly in their 3d or 4th year in school, they are mature and acute in 
the techniques of handling matters and in making social anslyses. Some of 
them pointed out the hidden worries in the development of China's student 


movement: The political indifference of most of the students and the lack of 
leadership. All directly advanced from the middle schools, the 1980 beginning 
students, while feeling the repercussions of the "Cultural Revolution," have 





not undergone true tempering. ‘The older students find a wide gap between them 
and the new students (average age arcund 19) and an incompatibility in their 
social analyses, political views and even life philosophy. 


Under "Central Document No 9," RED BEAN (which lasted longest among similar 
publications), a literary periodical published by the students of the Chinese 
Department of Zhongshan University in Guangzhou, was forced to suspend publi- 
cation. "Cenrral Document No 9" was like a staggering blow--the indifferent 
mijority will become even more indifferent, and the yet unstabilized student 
movement will likely be struck down, 


The organizers of people's publications which attracted attention a few years 
ayo found themselves recently in an unfavorable situation. At one time, they 
aroused the interest of the various fields and made certain achievements. 
However, their foundation remained extremely weak. Such publications in China 
probably did not number more than 100 and their key personnel did not exceed 
1,000 (possibly an optimistic estimate). Using extremely primitive methods, 
they generally could only print 800 copies per issue. (Take a people's publi- 
cation in Guangdong, now suspended, for instance: At its peak, it printed 
about 1,000 copies and had more than 60 non-key personnel.) Though today the 
government does not resort to arrests, just controlling the source of paper 
supplies, blocking the advertising and sale of the publications, closely 
watching the key figures (the responsible person of a certain publication in 
Guangzhou is under 24-hour special shadow; some in Shanghai were asked to 
attend "study classes") are sufficient to strangle the congenitally weak 
people's publication movement. 


The organizers of people's publications also face the crisis of theoretical 
deficiency and quality deterioration. A figure in people's publications 
lamented the theoretical inadequacies and low level of similar publications 
and found some of them crude and slipshod. We must realize that workers are 
the backbone members of such publications. Squeezing some pitiful time out 
alter work, they still have to break through family pressure and the severe 
control of China's society. With the limitations of the range of readers by 
objective circumstances on top thereof, the influence of such publications is 
imperceptibly diminished, and they find themselves even more isolated. Lack- 
ing in mass foundation and unable to develop extensive links with those of 
lofty ideals in the intellectual stratum (such as students, writers, etc.), 
they have no way to establish contacts and form wide alliances. Such is the 
past and the present of the people's publications and their organization. 


In short, whether only as a bluff or as a portent of wide arrests (a group of 
arrests before June is rumored), the recently promulgated "Central Document 
No 9" has dealt a further blow to the democratic movement. One only hopes 
that "the world of the eighties will not again return to the darkest years" 
(words of a friend in a people's publication at home). 
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
